Chief Constable receives High Court writ 

after officers kill woman in town centre 
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SHOT DEAD: Ann Sanderson 


THE partner of the first 
woman deliberately shot 
dead by police has decid¬ 
ed to sue Kent Chief 
Constable Michael Fuller. 

Ann Sanderson, 37, from 
Sevenoaks, died from a single shot 
to the chest after refusing to put 
down a silver pistol - later found 
to be an air gun - in June, 2007. 

The factory storekeeper, who had 
a history of mental illness, was 
surrounded by armed officers in a 
Sevenoaks town centre car park 
following reports she had been 
brandishing the weapon in public. 

However, friends of Miss 
Sanderson questioned at the time 
why police had to kill her.

Vivien Bain, 43, said: “If Ann 
had a gun I can understand the 
police shooting her. 

“But I cannot understand why 
they could not have shot her in the 
arm or shoulder to incapacitate 
her rather than killing her. I hope 
the official investigation will look 
into this, as I cannot see how she 
was really a threat to them. Ann 
was a lovely person and very kind 
to me. It is a real loss.” 

Miss Sanderson’s girlfriend 
Tracy Sumner, from Edenbridge, 
is now suing Mr Fuller for dam¬ 
ages and hopes to win up to 
£50,000. She claims he violated 
her human rights and is guilty of 


assault, battery, misfeasance in 
public office and negligence. 

Miss Sumner also accuses police 
of violating her partner’s right to 
life, a prohibition on torture or 
degrading treatment, her right to 
respect for family life and her 
right to freedom of association and 
assembly. The writ was issued by 
London-based human rights spe¬ 
cialist lawyers Bhatt Murphy. 

Miss Sanderson’s mental health 
issues were thought to have 
stemmed from a turbulent 
upbringing, during which time she 
had several run-ins with the police. 

Known as ‘Tosh’, Miss 
Sanderson was a martial arts 
enthusiast and a blue belt in 
karate. However, friends said she

Drivers facing road 
hurdles during 2012

THE Government has revealed 
how Kent motorists could be hit 
by the 2012 London Olympics and 
Paralympics. 

A consultation has been launched on the 
proposals that designate which roads will 
form the Olympic Route Network used to 
transport athletes and officials during the 
massive sporting event. 

Designated VIP lanes, strictly for athletes 
and officials, and restricted parking could 
come to roads in north Kent. 

The A2, East Rochester Way in Bexley and 
the M25 near Dartford are included in the 
proposals, meaning motorists will have to 
contend with 25 per cent more traffic on the 
roads at peak times. 

Cllr Peter Craske, Bexley Borough 
Council’s cabinet member for transport, said: 
“We have only just received the proposals so 
are still looking, but broadly I think they are 
a good idea. 

“We need to get the athletes to the Games as 
quickly and as easily as possible and it is only 
for a few weeks in the summer, so in principle 
I can see no particular issue. However, we are 
going to look at the detail closely and then 
decide whether to comment. At the moment, I 
am open-minded about the plans.” 

Acceptable 

On each of the 16 days of the Olympic 
Games, up to 500,000 spectators and 55,000 
athletes, officials, media representatives and 
sponsors will need transport. 

And for the 12 days of the Paralympic 
Games, 16,500 people will need to get around 
London. 

Cllr Anthony Martin, a Conservative mem¬ 
ber of Dartford Borough Council, said he 
expected the town to be busy because the Judo 
Club had been named as the official training 
venue for Olympic and Paralympic teams. 


Talking about the Dartford Crossing, he 
said: “I don’t think it is going to make it any 
worse than it is at the moment. It will be as 
chaotic as ever.” 

Temporary measures will include ‘Games 
lanes’, alterations to junctions, changes to 
permitted manoeuvres, restricted or prohibit¬ 
ed access for general traffic and restricted 
parking. “It is not practical or affordable 
simply to build new roads between venues, 
nor would it be acceptable to restrict large 
numbers of roads to the sole use of Games 
vehicles,” the Department for Transport doc¬ 
ument states. 

“Similarly, we will not follow the example of 
Beijing in 2008 and ban half of all cars from 
driving in the city on any one day.” 

Roads surrounding the Olympic Park in 


Stratford, east London, are expected to be 
most affected by the Games. A three-month 
public consultation period - ending on March 
19 - on the proposals is now under way.

had turned her life around and 
worked her way up to be in 
charge of 40 staff at the 
Sevenoaks guitar string factory 
Rotosound.

Commission has completed an 
investigation into the incident, 
but will not publish its findings 
until after the inquest has closed. 

A Kent Police spokesman con¬ 
firmed the force had been served 
with a High Court claim form, 
but said he could make no fur¬ 
ther comment.

Class War 
anarchist 
still bad to 
the Bone

A NOTORIOUS anarchist is 
returning to his Kentish roots to 
help produce a film based on his 
autobiography. 

Class War founder Ian Bone, who became 
a tabloid hate figure after the Trafalgar 
Square poll tax riot in 1990, grew up as the 
son of a butler in Goudhurst, near 
Maidstone. 

Early sections of his book, Bash the Rich, 
are set in the village, which Mr Bone says 
was where “a lifetime of shit-stirring” 
began. He told Kent on Sunday: “I’d have to 
put the way I turned out down to how I 
spent my early years. 

“I lived in the servants’ quarters at 
Ladham House because my mum was a 
housemaid and my dad a butler. 

“They had to be deferential at all times, so 
it wasn’t as if they could swear at their 
employers if they saw them outside of work¬ 
ing hours. My dad was always called ‘Bone’, 
even by the children, and I always found 
that gravely insulting.” 

Part of the Goudhurst filming for Bash 
the Rich will be set in the 1950s, when vis¬ 
iting fruit-pickers were given a less than 
warm welcome. 

Mr Bone said: “The village was a gentile 
place most of the time, but when the fruit- 
pickers came down they didn’t care about 
that and were boisterous and rowdy. 

“The locals thought they were thieving 
scum and shopkeepers refused to serve 
them. Some people even put barbed wire 
up to keep them away. It was a great time 
and I found it really exciting, but obvious-

ly not everybody felt that way.” 

Also featured in the film is a recreation of 
the Battle of Goudhurst in 1747, which saw 
the local militia put an end to the infamous 
Hawkhurst Gang of smugglers. 

The brother of the man who led the attack 
on the village - Thomas Kingsmill - is 
buried beneath a skull-and-crossbones 
tombstone in Goudhurst churchyard. 

Mr Bone said: “Goudhurst is just as cosy 
as it always was, which makes it perfect to 
film scenes because it has hardly changed. 

“Although the film is about radicalism, it 
is also a comedy too, and I hope it will be 
a success. Hopefully, it will also encourage

more people to visit the village.” 

The Class War anarchist group advocated 
violent revolution through its newspaper of 
the same name. It was active through most of 
the 1980s and ’90s and organised a number of 
‘Bash the Rich’ events. 

Its paper regularly featured photographs of 
injured policemen and a early cover ran the 
headline: We have found new homes for the 
rich’ above a picture of a cemetery. 

Despite no longer being heavily involved 
with Class War, Mr Bone still finds time to ruf¬ 
fle some feathers. 

Last month he joined anarchists outside the 
Greek embassy in London protesting about 
the growing unrest back home, while he is also 
planning his own special greeting for new US 
President Barack Obama when he visits the 
UK for the first time in April. 

Mr Bone said: “I’ve not mellowed and I 
haven’t grown old gracefully. I’m still stuck in 
a 1960s time warp.”

Dead baby arrests 

THE mother of a baby who died of multiple 
injuries on December 29 is thought to be one of 
two people arrested after the child’s death. 

Police detained a 29-year-old woman and a 
24-year-old man in Sidcup, Bexley. 

They were alerted by staff at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital in London after a post-mortem 
examination on the 21-month-old had been 
carried out. Both were released on bail pend¬ 
ing further inquiries.

RAIL commuters’ fears were realised when 
inflation-busting fare increases came into 
force on Friday, writes Steve Knight. 

The average rise for regulated fares - 
which include season tickets - has been set 
at eight per cent by Kent’s operator 
Southeastern, which is the largest increase 
in the country. 

Unregulated fares, which include day- 
return tickets, have gone up by an average of 
six per cent. 

The commuters hit hardest by the increas¬ 
es are those who travel from Gillingham to 
London, with prices rocketing by a massive 
10.2 per cent. A season ticket for people trav¬ 
elling between those two destinations will 
now cost an extra £280 a year. 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “We 
recognise no-one likes having to pay more 
and fare increases are inevitably unpopular. 

“But Government policy is to recoup more 
of the cost of rail travel from those who 
use it, rather than relying on the taxpayer to 
subsidise it.” 


Commuters were not the only ones upset 
with the increases, as green campaigners also 
felt the rises were a step in the wrong direction. 

Dr Hazel Dawe of the Kent Green Party 
said: “As a season ticket holder, I am appalled 
by the recent above-inflation increases in 
rail fares. These will contribute to traffic 
congestion and noise and air pollution on our 
roads in Kent. 

“Government policy is failing to support 
the railways. The cost of rail fares rose 17 per 
cent above the rate of inflation between 
1997-2007, although motoring costs declined 
by eight per cent in real terms. 

“Now that petrol prices have dropped, 
motoring costs will drop even further.” 

CrossCountry whose network of services 
stretches from Aberdeen to Penzance and from 
Stansted to Cardiff, has the highest increase 
for its unregulated fares - up 11 per cent. 

East Midlands Trains, Chiltem Railways, 
National Express East Coast and South 
West Trains have all put their unregulated 
fares up by more than seven per cent. 


Busy New Year for 


emergency service

ILLEGAL raves, fights and acci¬ 
dents added up to another busy 
New Year’s Eve for the emer¬ 
gency services. 

While thousands throughout the county 
saw in 2009 safely, operators at South East 
Coast Ambulance Service (Secas) were 
working tirelessly to deal with nearly 1,000 
emergency calls. 

An average of three calls per minute were 
received between 10pm-4am - a time period 
that usually only sees one per minute. 

Secas operators also took emergency calls 
from people living in Surrey and Sussex and 
said most were due to people falling over, 
suffering from breathing difficulties or being 
injured in fights and assaults. 

Chief executive Paul Sutton, who is also a 
paramedic, was one of the people who gave 
up his New Year’s Eve to look out for others. 

He said: “New Year’s Eve is always one of 
our busiest nights of the year. 

‘We plan for it every year to ensure we are 
able to continue to deliver a safe and respon¬ 
sive service to our patients, despite the fact 
so many more people than usual are calling 
us for help. 

“I’d like to thank our staff, many of whom 
gave up their own time to work additional 
hours during this very busy night. 

“Their hard work and commitment, along 
with the support of many volunteers such as 
community first responders, ensured we 
were able to provide an excellent service on 
one of the busiest nights of the year.” 

One of the most tragic accidents on New 
Year’s Eve happened hours before midnight, 
when two men died in a collision between two 
cars on the A20 at Hothfield, near Ashford. 

Both were travelling in the same vehicle 
when the crash occurred, at about 5.10pm. 

A woman in the other car suffered a head 
injury and two men had cuts and whiplash. 

The road was closed for seven hours while 
police investigated. 

Meanwhile, an illegal rave attended by 
about 2,500 people in Chatham was allowed 
to continue despite it being gate-crashed by 
the police. Officers decided not to break the 
Buckmore Park bash up because its location 
meant no neighbours were being kept awake.

Chief Insp Anna Travers said the police’s 
biggest concern was that staff had to be 
diverted from other duties on one of their 
busiest nights of the year. 

She added: “We work closely with other 
organisations and landowners to prevent 
illegal raves. We would ask anyone who sees 
anything suspicious to let us know. 

“It is much easier to stop a rave before it 
happens than to police large numbers of peo¬ 
ple once they have gathered.” 

Partnerships and Crime Reduction 
Superintendent Neil Jerome said: “It 
appears the vast majority of people who 
were out and about enjoying themselves 
over the festive period have done so with¬ 
out any problems. 

Investigate 

“While our patrols were busy as usual in 
the town centres, there were only a small 
number of serious incidents to deal with 
and we would like to thank all those peo¬ 
ple who took notice of the Safer Winter 
messages we promoted in the run up to 
Christmas and New Year. 

“Officers are looking at a number of 
assaults across Kent, reported in the last 
week to 10 days, but numerous arrests 
have been made and we will continue to 
investigate all crimes that have been 
reported to us over the festive season. 

‘We did take the opportunity, in the run 
up to Christmas and the New Year, to learn 
from previous experiences and put more 


officers on patrol in town centres and shop¬ 
ping malls, as we knew there would be large 
numbers of people in key locations at specif¬ 
ic times. This seems to have worked well - it 
meant that we could intervene quickly when 
issues arose, while being a consistent and 
visible presence to all those people out and 
about in our towns.” 

Police were also called to break-up a brawl 
at a social club in Essex, with a 47-year-old 
Kent man taken to hospital with severe stab 
wounds. Two men have since been arrested 
on suspicion of attempted murder.

AN OLYMPIC cyclist and the 
county’s fire chief are among the 31 
winners from Kent in the Queen’s 
New Year’s honours list. 

Jamie Staff, from Ashford, won gold in the 
men’s team sprint at this summer’s Beijing 
Games and was awarded an MBE for services 
to sports. 

He joins a host of other sports stars to pick 
up gongs at Buckingham Palace including 
Formula One champion Lewis Hamilton, who 
had his big break karting at Buckmore Park 
near Rochester, and said he was “humbled” to 
receive an MBE. 

Chief Fire Officer Charlie Hendry, who lives 
in Doddington, near Sittingbourne, was recog¬ 
nised for his services to local government and 
awarded a CBE. 

“It’s a tremendous honour to be recognised in 
this way and I'm obviously delighted,” he said. 

“I believe this recognition is a reflection of 
the hard work and commitment of everyone 
who works for Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
(KFRS). 

“Their dedication to providing the best possi¬ 
ble service to the Kent and Medway communi¬ 
ties has resulted in KFRS being rated as excel¬ 
lent by the Audit Commission. For me, it’s a 
privilege to lead the best service in the UK.” 

Mr Hendry, 48, joined the London Fire 
Brigade as a firefighter in 1983 and has 
attended a number of high-profile incidents 
including the fatal train crash at Wembley in 
1984. In 1999, he led operations at the 
Paddington rail disaster.

Fundraiser Derek McCarrick won an MBE 
for charitable services after spending the past 
20 years running marathons dressed as the 
cartoon character Roger Rabbit and raising 
£200,000 for Leukaemia Research. 

The 73-year-old, who lives on the Isle of 
Sheppey, told reporters he was absolutely 
thrilled to receive the award. 

He started raising money for the charity 
after a friend’s daughter died from leukaemia. 

Other winners included Bridget Jones, from 
Canterbury, who was awarded an MBE for 
services to the Canterbury Gypsy and 
Traveller Support Group and the Kent author 
Jane Gardam, who picked up an OBE for serv¬ 
ices to literature. 

Boxing historian Harold Alderman, who 
lives in Aylesham, near Canterbury, was made 
an MBE for his services to sporting heritage. 

Patricia Stewart, from Chatham, a commu¬ 
nity payback supervisor for the Kent 
Probation Area was given an MBE for service 
to the probation service. 

She said: “I am delighted to receive this award 
as I believe it reflects the tremendous work car¬ 
ried out by Kent Probation.

PRIESTFIELD Stadium 
will be bursting at the 
seams today when Gilling¬ 
ham face Premiership 
giants Aston Villa in the 
third round of the FA Cup.

Two, but the cup is a big leveller. 

“There’s no doubt there’s a big dif¬ 
ference in quality but Gillingham 
will run their hearts out for 90 min¬ 
utes. The cameras are there because 
the TV people think there could be an 
upset. We are the underdogs and 
have nothing to lose, whereas Villa 
are on a hiding to nothing. 

“They will be used to playing on 
better-quality pitches, and with a full 
Priestfield it will be like having a 
12th man.” 

Gillingham’s most successful FA 
Cup campaign was in the 1999-2000 


season, when they were eventually 
beaten 5-0 by Chelsea in the quarter¬ 
finals. 

And in 2002 they were drawing 2-2 
with Arsenal in the fifth round before 
worried Gunners manager Arsene 
Wenger threw on star players 
Thierry Henry and Robert Pires to 
help the home side win 5-2. 

Fans’ favourite Nicky Southall is 
the only Gills player who faced 
Chelsea and is still at the club, but he 
will be watching today’s game from 
the sidelines having already played 
in the cup this year while on loan at 
Dover Athletic. 

Also missing out is captain Barry 
Fuller, who serves the final game of a 
three-match ban after being sent off 
against Brentford last month. 

Mr Liptrott said: “I think most of 
the fans would love a replay at Villa 
Park. They see a draw as a fantastic 
result and they’d get another day out, 
whatever happens in the second 
game. 

“It’s a massive test, but look at 
what Havant & Waterlooville did to 
Liverpool last year. You think about 
that and wonder how seriously Villa 
will take the game, and then you see 
a chance. I think the fans are getting 
a bit excited about the prospect. 

“Priestfield will be absolutely 
buzzing.” 


Administration puts future 
of clothes store in question 


DESIGNER retail store USC has 
now joined the list of businesses 
to fall victim to the economic 
downturn. 

The high street chain, which 
has 58 stores across the UK, 
including branches in Maidstone, 
Bluewater and Canterbury, has 
called in administration firm 
PKF. 

Scottish businessman and 
owner of USC Sir Tom Hunter, 
has announced his private equity 
company West Coast Capital will 
buy 43 of the stores, saving up to 
1,000 of the company’s 1,400 
employees. 


The pre-pack administration 
plan will result in the closure of 
the remaining 15 stores and the 
loss of a reported 300 part-time 
jobs. It has not been announced 
which stores will remain open. 

Store manager of USC in 
Fremlin Walk, Maidstone, Mark 
Dwelly, said: “We just don’t know 
if it will affect us at this time.” 

The designer retail chain, which 
sells brands including Diesel, 
Henri Lloyd and Lacoste, has 
joined the likes of Woolworths, 
which closed its Maidstone-based 
store on Saturday, after also going 
into administration.

Businessman jailed for sex romp on 
beach savs he has lost thousands 


trapped in the oil-rich emirate for six months. 

He was found guilty of breaking strict 
Islamic laws of public indecency after being 
caught in a passionate clinch with 36-year-old 
Michelle Palmer, from Rutland, back in July. 

Speaking at a press conference on Monday, 
Acors said he hoped to recoup some of the 
cost of his stay by selling his story to a 
national newspaper. 

He added: “It’s been an extremely 
expensive situation for me. I had a pretty 
successful business before I went to 
Dubai, which it’s going to take me at least 
six months to pick back up again. 

Costs 

“In addition to that, the living expenses in 
Dubai are huge. I didn’t think there could 
possibly be a place more expensive than 
London, but I found it. 

“You’ve got your accommodation costs and 
your legal costs, and I was effectively trying 
to pay the bills in two countries at the same 
time.” 

Both Acors and Palmer were arrested on 
Jumeirah Beach on July 5, just hours after 
meeting at a champagne brunch at a five- 
star hotel. 

The couple were found guilty of having sex 
in public in October, although Acors denies 
intercourse took place. 

At the press conference he blasted the 


“hypocrisy” of the strict Muslim state, adding 
that drinking and extra-marital affairs were 
rife. 

He said: “Dubai is a massive contradiction. 
Everything is available but it is also illegal. 
Every single hotel has a bar and all of them 
have cheap or even free drink evenings. 

“You are allowed to go to these places 
and drink a huge amount of alcohol, but 
when you go outside you get arrested. 

“In the bars and clubs, people are 
openly affectionate. You see all these 
local guys with girls, you see people in 
relationships with people to whom they 
are not married. 

“We were just doing what everyone else 
was. But in our case we were in the wrong 
place at the wrong time.” 

Both Acors and Palmer received three- 
month prison sentences following the 
guilty verdicts in October, but a successful 
appeal saw the couple deported instead. 

Acors was first due to return to Kent on 
December 19 but was detained due to a 
delay in the deportation process. 

A second attempt on December 23 was 
also cancelled because his flight confirma¬ 
tion was allegedly “not in order”.

Hunters outfox law 

Animal campaigner in call to strengthen act

THE FOX hunting ban is being 
flouted and the law must be 
strengthened, an animal welfare 
campaigner from Kent has urged. 

John Bryant, who volunteers as a hunt 
monitor around the county, is a member of 
the campaign group Protect Our Wild 
Animals (POWA). 

He said. ‘They are sticking two fingers up at 
the nation, the law and the wildlife population.” 

POWA has been running a campaign, 
Build on the Ban - Strengthen the Act, 
which gained momentum after the Labour 
MP John McDonnell’s early day motion call¬ 
ing for a ‘reckless behaviour’ clause to be 
added to the 2004 Hunting Act. 

Mr Bryant said hunters are exploiting 
exemptions which were meant for other 
countryside users such as pest controllers, 
animal rescuers and the shooting lobby. 

He sid: “They were not the target of the 
legislation - it was hunting wild animals 
with dogs. But they have seized on the other 
exemptions in the act. 

“People are determined to disobey it.” 

Villagers flocked to the Boxing Day hunts 
which rode from Penshurst in west Kent and 
Elham in the east of the county, according 
the pro-hunting Countryside Alliance 

The act, which came into force in 2005, 
bans the hunting with dogs of all wild mam¬ 
mals and all hare coursing, although there 
are some exemptions.

laid for the hounds to chase, rather than 
foxes. 

POWA said 65 MPs had signed Mr 
McDonnell’s early-day motion to strengthen 
the act and was confident more would join 
them when Parliament returns after the 
Christmas break on January 12. 

Penny Little, a spokeswoman for the cam¬ 
paign group, said: “The practices of ‘trail’ 
hunting, as described by the hunters them¬ 
selves, are so reckless they are certain to 
result in ‘accidents’, and lots of them. 

“It is time for MPs to revisit the Hunting 
Act, and make that small adjustment that 
would make the law fit for its purpose.” 

The law is difficult to enforce because it 
relies on hunt monitors, who Mr Bryant 
said were mainly older people. 

He said: “POWAs monitors are all pen¬ 
sioners following hunts to get evidence 
who have been beaten up, threatened and 
followed home by hunt supporters. 

“There is a general air that they do not 
want people to see what they are doing, 
but why would they object to people with 


cameras if were not breaking the law?” 

Ann Widdecombe, Conservative MP for 
Maidstone and Weald, believes, along with POWA, 
that hunting monitors should be licensed by the 
Government so it is an offence to obstruct them. 

David Cameron has said he will give MPs a 
free vote on the hunting ban if the Tories 
win the next General Election, while pro-hunt 
supporters believe the act will be repealed.

Hope for Tsunami children

FOUR years after the devastating 
effects of the Asian Boxing Day 
tsunami, one man in Ashford is still 
determined to improve the lives of 
those affected by the disaster. 

Devsiri Hewavidana, a manufacturing con¬ 
sultant, founded the UK Friends of Galle 
charity to help his home town which had 
been wrecked by the mighty wave. 

Mr Hewavidana grew up in Galle in south¬ 
ern Sri Lanka. The town was one of the worst 
hit in the country and he still has many 
friends and family there. 

Frustrated by what he saw as the ineffective¬ 
ness of major charities to deal with the problem 
he decided to try and help. 

He set up a campaign to raise awareness of 
the problems, but more importantly started 
rebuilding homes and facilities to help families 
struggling with the aftermath of the disaster. 

He said: “There are hundreds of trauma¬ 
tised children in Galle who have gone 
through untold horrors - seeing their par¬ 
ents die in front of them. There are mothers 
who had to let go of one child in order to 
save another.” 

The latest new home has just been finished 
and the family moved in. 

Mr Hewavidana said: “The father was a 
tuk tuk [taxi] driver and met a horrible 
death when the waves came and took him 
and the taxi. His family then threw out the 
wife and children from their own home. 

“We stepped in to give them a house but it 
took us four years to raise enough funds. The 


original sponsors pulled out halfway through 
the building. Luckily, the diamond company 
De Beers helped to make up the difference.” 

Many of Mr Hewavidana’s family are 
involved in the charity. 

“We have no overheads. Through our fami¬ 
ly connections we are able to cut through the 
red tape and get things done quickly” he said. 

Many of the people have now been re¬ 
homed in the area so the charity is looking at 
other ways it can help children. 

Mr Hewavidana said: ‘We have moved into 
poverty-stricken rural areas a few miles 
inland. We are concentrating on buying 
shoes and books and building libraries for 
schools. We still support about 65 tsunami 
children and another 90 in rural areas with 
scholarships.” 

This year the charity managed to donate a 
library to a school in town of Sapugoda and 
Mr Hewavidana visited a junior school in 


Howpe, where he was donating pens. The 
visit inspired him to start a fund for shoes. 

He said: “They walk to school along hot 
gravel roads for three or four miles. Their 
parents work at nearby tea estates, earning 
less than £10 a month, so cannot afford to 
buy a pair of shoes for the equivalent £5.” 

This year’s Christmas appeal has been 
aimed specifically at helping children to 
learn English by donating 200 dictionaries 
to the most promising students. 

Mr Hewavidana said: “The dictionary is 
well updated and provides with it a compan¬ 
ion pronunciation CD-Rom that gives the 
international phonetics and the English 
meaning of the words. 

“In every school now there is a computer 
division and using this facility the 
children will have the opportunity to learn 
proper way of pronouncing a word.”

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E.ON allays blackout fear 


ENERGY giant E.ON says 
there will be no national 
blackout when old-style coal 
power stations are closed. 

Stations across the country will 
close earlier than expected because 
they are working flat out to meet 
demand. The coal-fired station at 
Kingsnorth, near Rochester, is due to 


be decommissioned by the end of 
2015. 

But that will happen sooner if it con¬ 
tinues providing power at its current 
high rate, says E.ON. 

Kingsnorth and eight other stations 
were given 20,000 operating hours 
from January, 2008, after their owners 
opted not to spend hundreds of mil¬ 
lions upgrading them to comply with 
tougher pollution standards. 


But because the plants are still run¬ 
ning at high rates to compensate for 
others that have yet to be built or 
upgraded, industry experts fear an 
energy gap that could lead to black¬ 
outs. 

Chris Bowden, chief executive of 
energy consultant Utilyx, told the 
Sunday Times that rising power 
demand and the price of coal relative 
to record high prices of electricity

were the causes of the problem. 

He said: “When companies 
made the decision to opt out, it 
was a very different world. The 
idea was that they would be 
peaking plants, but now they 
are running as base-load 
providers. 

“The technology of some of 
these power stations would 
make them like classic cars, 
but now they are ready for the 
scrapheap.” 

However, an E.ON official 
said people were “putting two 
and two together and getting 
142”. 

She said: ‘We have been run¬ 
ning Kingsnorth quite high 
and if we continue then, yes, 
the hours will run out. In reali¬ 
ty, we won’t continue to run it 
as high, but no-one knows the 
exact date it will close.

“The reason we’re running it 
so high is because a lot of new 
nuclear power stations are 
having problems and the coal- 
fired ones that opted into the 
EU directive are still having 
the kit fitted to them. 

“They can’t operate while 
work is still being done, so 
Kingsnorth has been picking 
up the slack. 

“It’s too early to predict when 
it will close. It depends on the 
market.” 


Graffiti pest’s pen ban 

A 49-YEAR-OLD man has been banned from carrying felt-tip pens 
after writing hundreds of offensive messages about women in pub¬ 
lic toilets and on buses. 

David Jell was given an antisocial behaviour order after repeated¬ 
ly being caught scrawling rude words about women he knew. 

Jell, from Hawkhurst, was given a three-year Asbo banning him 
from “writing or displaying abusive comments, or to write names or 
nicknames of any person/or the contact details of any person in a 
public place”. 

He faces jail if he is caught carrying spray paint or felt-tip marker 
pens in a public place. Police said Jell wrote the disturbing com¬ 
ments, including women’s names and phone numbers, on public 
places between January and September, 2007. 

A source said: “He was like a one-man graffiti crime wave. It was 
very distressing for the women.”

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Couple found 
dead in bed on 
Christmas Day 

A POPULAR teacher and her partner died 
side-by-side in bed from carbon monoxide 
poisoning on Christmas Day, writes Chris 
Pollard. 

PE teacher Zocika O’Kelly, 54 - known as 
Zoe - and partner Dave Roots, 49, were 
found by police at 4pm after relatives trying 
to call them raised the alarm. 

A faulty gas boiler may be to blame for the 
tragedy. 

Neighbours Paul and Marilyn Reckless, in 
Belgrave Street, Eccles, in Maidstone, had 
been expecting Ms O’Kelly round for 
Christmas dinner. 

Mr Reckless, 55, said: “While we were at 
church in the morning, our son Stephan 
went to see if Zoe was still coming over. 

“He couldn’t get an answer at the door so 
let himself in, as we look after their spare 
key, to make sure everything was all right. 

“He noticed them lying in bed together, 
but just assumed they’d had a drink the 
night before and were sleeping in, so decid¬ 
ed not to disturb them and left. 

“Then at about 4pm the police came over, 
asking to use our key, and discovered they 
were both dead. It was such a shock.” 

The couple’s deaths are being investigated 
by police, but they are not being treated as 
suspicious. 

A source at Kent Police has revealed 
detectives believe the couple may have died 
from carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Carbon monoxide, which can be emitted 
by faulty or poorly maintained gas boilers, is 
dubbed the silent killer because it is odour¬ 
less, colourless and tasteless - but highly 
toxic. 

Ms O’Kelly had been a PE teacher at St 
Simon Stock Catholic School in Maidstone, 
before taking early retirement five years 
ago. 

Neighbours said she was highly respected 
and well-liked among students, parents and 
other staff at the mixed comprehensive. 

Mrs Reckless added: “She had a natural 
talent in dealing with young people and was 
a dedicated teacher. 

Ms O’Kelly, who was divorced, had been 
with her partner Mr Roots, a streetlight 
repair man, for five years. 


Airport expansion ‘fantasy’ 


AMBITIOUS plans to expand 
Kent International Airport have 
been criticised by environmental 
campaigners. 

Owner Infratil wants to build a new ter¬ 
minal and extend its runway to help accom¬ 
modate millions of new passengers over the 
next 25 years, but both Kent Green Party 
and the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England say the proposals are unrealistic. 

The groups have now submitted their 
responses to the New Zealand-based firm 
as part of its master plan consultation 
process. 

Kent Green Party’s Steve Dawe said the 
draft plan, which was published in October, 
took no account of the contraction in the 
civil aviation industry. 

“Coupled with the recession, which is 
already beginning to reduce the number of 
flights being taken, plans for Manston air¬ 
port to expand are - literally - flights of 
fancy,” he said. 

“We have recommended the owners con¬ 
sider leisure facilities for the site, bearing in 
mind initiatives taken at Dreamland in 
Margate and in other coastal towns to 
improve leisure options in east Kent. 

“Some of the site could also be returned to 
agriculture. There are always calls for more 
allotments. 

“Why shouldn’t Manston have much qui¬ 
eter and less polluting contributions to 
make to the wellbeing of east Kent?” 

Infratil wants to see one million passen¬ 
gers through the airport each year by 2011, 
and two million by 2013. By 2033, the com¬ 


pany says that figure could rise to six million 
if plans to add to its list of destinations come 
to fruition. 

Such an expansion could create 7,500 jobs, 
which is a huge increase on the 93 people now 
employed at the 800-acre site. Freight flights 
would also increase from the airport’s current 
33,000-tonne handling figure to 100,000 in 
2010, then to 150,000 in 2012. 

Chris Lowe, chairman of CPRE Kent’s 
transport group, said: “The master plan is full 
of aspirations, but is very light on justification. 


It is impossible to see what the impacts of 
such major growth will be - not only on 
Thanet, but on Kent and beyond - as the nec¬ 
essary supporting work has not been done. 

“As it stands, the master plan raises more 
questions than it provides answers.” 

Kent International chief executive Matt 
Clarke said: “The consultation period ended 
on December 19 and submissions have been 
received. They will be considered before we 
release the final version of the master plan in 
2009.”

Kent Highway Services often receives requests for traffic calming, but did you know that there’s a specific 
process we follow to make sure that calming measures are both necessary and appropriate? 


If you want to request traffic calming in your area, approach your parish 
council or residents group in the first instance. Kent Highway Services (KHS) 
needs to receive the initial request from them to know that it’s supported by 
the community.

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Leading Tories 
clash over school 

exp ulsion policy 


THE opinions of a senior 
Conservative politician from Kent 
have clashed with those of his 
counterpart in the shadow cabi¬ 
net over expelling children from 
school, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

More than 7,800 pupils were excluded from 
state schools in Kent and Medway last year 
for a variety of offences including physical 
assault, verbal abuse or threatening behav¬ 
iour and sexual misconduct. 

Schools in the Kent County Council area sus¬ 
pended more children, 6,040, than anywhere 
else in the country apart from Hampshire. 

Michael Gove, the shadow children’s secre¬ 
tary, said: “Headteachers need discretion to 
choose the appropriate sanction when a child 
is seriously disruptive or violent. 

“But these figures show that teachers have 
to rely on suspensions because there are too 
many obstacles to permanent exclusion.” 

The Conservative Party, which released 
the figures on Monday, said children were 
being suspended for offences which 


should result in expulsion. 

However, Cllr Leyland Ridings, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for children, said 
schools had been working better together to 
help children with behavioural problems and 
that was why since 2005 the number being 
permanently excluded had dropped. 

“For those children who may need to be 


excluded there are clear guidelines set down 
by Government for every school in the coun¬ 
try to adhere to and there are obstacles in 
place which, I believe, are necessary,” he said. 

“Apart from the immediate offences such 
as serious actual or threatened violence, sex¬ 
ual abuse, drugs or weapons, if a school feels 
that persistent bad behaviour should result 


in an exclusion and after working with the 
family and local authority, the matter must 
go through the governing body and then, if 
the parents wishes, an independent panel.” 

There were 2,623 physical assaults against 
other pupils in Kent, 404 against an adult, 491 
incidents of verbal abuse or threatening 
behaviour against a pupil and 2,442 against 
an adult and 80 offences of sexual misconduct. 

Cllr Ridings said: “We expect that we would 
have a high number which is in line with the 
other large authorities, Essex, Hampshire 
and Birmingham. 

“However, even though we are the largest, 
we are performing better than our statistical 
neighbours. Behaviour problems which could 
lead to exclusions are best tackled in the 
home and it is the responsibility of parents to 
instil discipline and good manners.” 

In Medway, there were a total of 881 exclu¬ 
sions. The breakdown included 706 incidents 
of physical assault against a pupil and 157 
against an adult, 137 cases of verbal abuse or 
threatening behaviour towards other pupils 
and 747 towards an adult and 32 cases of 
sexual misconduct. 


Offshore search 
due to a lost sail 

A KITESURFER minus its sailor was dis¬ 
covered off the Thanet coast, sparking a 
hunt for a missing person. 

The alarm was raised when Dover 
Coastguard received a call about a capsized 
yacht off Broadstairs. 

When the Ramsgate inshore lifeboat 
investigated, the crew discovered the item 
was in fact a kitesurfer’s sail. 

A full offshore search of the water from 
Stone Bay to Joss Bay was conducted by 
inshore and offshore lifeboats from 
Ramsgate and an RAF Search and Rescue 
helicopter from Wattisham in Norfolk, but 
no-one was found in the water. 

A simultaneous search of the shore was 
carried out by Margate Coastguard teams, 
but no related vehicles were found. 

A coastguard spokesman said: “I’m hope¬ 
ful that what we’ve got is a lost kite sail 
rather than a person in peril. If you’ve lost 
a Switchblade 3 or are a kitesurfer who has 
made your way ashore without your sail, 
please call Dover Coastguard on 01304 
210008 to solve this mystery.” 

Chimneys spark 
festive call-outs 

A SERIES of chimney fires in the county 
over the festive season has led to a warning 
from firefighters. 

Kent Fire and Rescue said crews attend¬ 
ed 19 chimney fires over just 10 days - 
including four on Christmas Day. 

Firefighters said many were caused 
because the onset of freezing weather had 
led to people using open fires and wood- 
burning stoves to keep warm. 

Head of community safety, Stuart Skilton, 
said it was important to ensure any chimney 
in use was kept clean and in good condition. 

Mr Skilton added that before an open fire 
was used for the first time, chimneys should 
be inspected to ensure they were in good 
repair and that sparks and fumes could not 
escape though any cracks. 

A right to vote 
is going begging 

SOLDIERS from Kent are among those 
missing out on the right to vote, according to 
new figures released by the Conservatives. 

The statistics show nearly a third of ser¬ 
vicemen are not registered to vote and 54 
per cent did not receive a ‘register to vote’ 
leaflet last autumn. 

Shadow defence secretary Dr Liam Fox 
said: “Our Armed Forces are defending the 
principles of democracy, yet so many of them 
are unable to exercise the most fundamen¬ 
tal right of a democracy - the right to vote. 

“When so many of them are deployed 
overseas for prolonged periods, it must be 
easier for service personnel and their fami¬ 
lies to register for a proxy vote.” 
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■ A WINTER warning has been issued about the 
dangers of frozen pipes. Folkestone and 
Dover Water Services is telling customers to check 
and insulate pipes to protect them against the drop 
in temperatures during the cold period. Gavin 
McHale, head of operations, said if pipes freeze 
overnight, when they begin to thaw out, water can 
stream from bursts and damage rooms below.

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Nina’s novel saddled with 

a fascinating Inheritance

THE orchards and architecture of 
the Garden of England are 
brought to life in a new novel by a 
Kent author. 

Inheritance, by Nina Bell, sees three sisters 
who appear to have nothing in common 
brought together by the death of their father, 
Edward Beaumont, an Olympic horseman. 

Set in the countryside around Canterbury, 
the story has strong Kentish ties but the 
inspiration behind the book also has links to 
the exotic and tragic last imperial dynasty of 
Russia - the House of Romanov. 

“Inheritance is something - whether it is a 
box full of old clothes or an entire estate 
someone is passing on when they die - that 
everyone goes through at some point,” said 
Mrs Bell, who lives in Faversham. 

“But it is not just about money or property. 
It is ambition, attitude to life and all kinds of 
different talents.” 

The author said the idea for the story came 
after her mother’s death, when she was divid¬ 
ing up the property with her three brothers. 

“We didn’t have any trouble at all, but I did 
think how difficult it would be if one of us had 
been living or working there,” she said. 

“Especially in Kent because it is such a 
rural area. The equine world, farms, often 
have to deal with that. How can you make it 
fair if one person’s home and business has to 
be sold in order to give the other two their fair 
share?” 

As the sisters in the book clash over who 
should have what, memories and family

secrets pour out. They inherit the family 
home, Lorenden, which the youngest, 
Bramble, has been living and working from, 
hoping to follow in her father’s footsteps. 

It is inspired by a real house near 
Faversham called Provender. 

Mrs Bell said: “It is typical of the medieval 
Kent cottages that are upgraded over the 
years with Georgian frontages and Victorian 
wings as each generation adds its own layer.” 

Lorenden is owned by Princess Olga 
Romanoff, the great granddaughter of the 
Dowager Empress of Russia, Maria Dagmar. 

A stock pin dating from the early 1900s, 
which features on the back cover of the novel, 


was given by the empress to John Iron, the 
Dover harbourmaster who used to escort her 
across the Channel on regular visits to see 
her sister, Queen Alexandra. The gift was 
inherited by Rosie, Mrs Bell’s teenage daugh¬ 
ter and great granddaughter of Mr Iron. 

An amazing coincidence is that Rosie, who 
used the stock pin when competing in dres¬ 
sage competitions, used to ride Princess 
Olga’s horse, Sonny. 

“So the pin - an inheritance in its own right 
- has come full circle,” Mrs Bell said. 

Travelling to eventing competitions or 
horse trials, which involve the disciplines of 
dressage, cross country and show jumping, 
with her daughter, inspired the equestrian 
element of the book, the author said. 

“I went around all the horse trials as 
research,” she said. “It was very interesting to 
talk to people from that world and discover 
all their patterns. They work very hard, get¬ 
ting up at 6am. You have to be very deter¬ 
mined - and it can be dangerous.” 

Mrs Bell said it was also about the roles the 
different sisters play: “The older sister is sup¬ 
posed to be in charge, but both the younger 
sisters have grown up and are not going to be 
bossed about any longer. 

“Because the mother died early, each of the 
sisters takes the mother role in turn. First 
Felicity and Helena, then Bramble, who ends 
up being the mother to the whole family. 

“But this can be something people have to 
get away from before they start their own 
life.” 

Inheritance, which costs £6.99, is published 
by Sphere and available from book shops.

Health service 
nlists Moxy to 
help continue 
superbug fight

HAND-WASHING, training and 
screening programmes have 
helped to battle the superbug 
>MRSA with infection rates 
falling to their lowest levels in 
two-years across Kent. 

The county’s hospitals saw a 27 per cent 
drop in cases of MRSA bloodstream infec¬ 
tions for the period July 26 to September 19 
this year, according to figures released by 
the Health Protection Agency (HPA). 

However, the county’s health bosses are 
not being complacent as the war against 
superbugs has not been won. 

NHS West Kent have enlisted the help of 
a cartoon character - Moxy Malone - to 
help tackle the over reliance on antibiotics 
which can lead to the increase of superbugs 
like MRSA. 

The character will be appearing on 
leaflets and posters across the primary care 
trust’s patch to raise awareness that antibi¬ 
otics do not work against the viruses that 
cause colds, most coughs and sore throats. 

Commitment 

Dr Fiona Johnston, the PCT’s prescribing 
lead, said: ‘We wanted to use a new charac¬ 
ter that would be easily recognisable and 
could help take a serious message to a wide 
audience. Colds, coughs and sore throats 
are extremely common at this time of year 
and in most cases they can be dealt with 
easily without antibiotics because they are 
caused by viruses. 

‘We need to keep antibiotics for those infec¬ 
tions that respond. By being careful about 
use we can prevent the spread of superbugs. 

“The reality is the more people use antibi¬ 
otics the more likely antibiotic-resistant 
superbugs such as MRSA, Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile or resistant E. coli will surface.” 

KOS Media has been running its Clean, 
Safe, Healthy campaign since February 
this year, urging people to wash their hands 
with soap and hot water and use the alcogel 
provided in Kent’s hospitals.

The aim is to raise awareness about how 
killer infections such MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile spread and how it is 
everyone’s responsibility to help the NHS 
in its battle against superbugs. 

Dr Johnston said that lozenges and 
throat pastilles can help most sore throats 
and a blocked nose can be eased by inhaling 
steam. Cough medicine for dry, tickly or 
chesty coughs should help and headaches, 
pains or a high temperature can often be 
reduced by taking paracetamol, she added. 

Reductions in MRSA rates were seen at 
seen at both Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust and East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Trust, according to the 
HPA’s latest figures. 

Candy Morris, the chief executive of NHS 
South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority (SHA) that covers Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex, said: “In the regional vision for 
healthcare, Healthier People, Excellent 
Care, we made a collective commitment to 
have no avoidable cases of hospital acquired 
MRSA by 2011 and set out a zero-tolerance 
approach to all hospital-acquired infections. 

“These latest figures show we are on our 
way to achieving this, but more still needs 
to be done.” 

Ms Morris said the number of MRSA 
cases had dropped by 11 per cent between 
July and September, 2008, across the SHA 
and the figures were down by 56 per cent 
for the same period in 2006. 

“The persistent attention to cleanliness, 
hygiene and best clinical practice at hospi¬ 
tals in Kent, Surrey and Sussex is making 
a real difference,” she said. 

“Cases of MRSA bloodstream infections 
have been steadily falling across the region 
for two years now and NHS staff at every 
level are helping us to achieve these results.”

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Dad dies after A&E delay 

But hospital sells calendar boasting of ‘26.5 second’ waiting time

A FATHER-OF-TWO died 
after waiting six hours to be 
seen at an A&E department - 
despite having a note from his 
GP saying he must be treated 
immediately. 

Stewart Fleming, 37, who worked as a 
railway signalman, had to sit and wait 
in agony at the Medway Maritime 
Hospital while his organs collapsed as a 
vims ravaged his body. 

His grieving wife, Sarah, has been 
left devastated by his death last 
Saturday and is demanding an expla¬ 
nation from Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

Meanwhile, staff from the hospital 
have been selling a charity calendar in 
which they appear posing next to a sign 
that reads ‘waiting time 26.5 seconds’. 

The £9 calendar also features doctors, 
nurses and other hospital workers dressed 
as celebrities including Johnny Depp, 
Pamela Anderson and Princess Michael of 
Kent, it emerged on Wednesday. 

Mr Fleming tinned up at the A&E on 
December 15 with wife Sarah clutching 
a note from his GP saying he must be 
seen ‘straightaway’. 

Priority 

But it was three hours before he was 
even assessed to see if he was a ‘priority 
case’, and even then it took another three 
hours for him to be admitted - six hours 
after he arrived at the hospital. 

Doctors then realised the gravity of 
the situation and desperately started 
treating the infection, which was attack¬ 
ing his heart, kidneys and liver. 

Mr Fleming had his leg amputated on 
December 19 - the day of his son Matthew’s 
12th birthday - and was put in a drag- 
induced coma in a bid to save his life. 

But after more than a week fighting for 
his life, and following a transfer to the 
Harefield Hospital, near Uxbridge in 
west London, Mr Fleming died. 

His wife of 15 years said: “There are so 
many questions. Why wait three hours 
for triage [priority assessment] when his 
doctor had already done it and put it in 
writing? 

“We should not have had to queue. He 
should have been dealt with immediately. 

“I was with Stewart when the GP 
called the hospital. He typed us a letter 
and told us to go to A&E and hand this 
letter over and that Stewart should be 
given a bed and treated immediately.

“But when we got to A&E it was full to burst¬ 
ing. I walked to the front with the letter and 
told them what the GP had said, but I was just 
told to go to the back of the queue.” 

As the couple, who live in Rainham, waited, 
Mr Fleming slipped in and out of conscious¬ 
ness as the sickness took hold. 

Mrs Fleming, 42, continued: “I was told we 
had to go through the normal process, even 
with the letter from the doctor. 

“We got to A&E before 5.30pm. He was final¬ 
ly called through to be examined at 11pm. 

“He could have had all those hours on a 
monitor and they might have been able to 
stop the virus.” 


Stewart was dad to Matthew, 12, and 
Lauren, 14. 

Mrs Fleming added: “He is a fantastic 
father. People who know him love him, and 
none more than me.” 

A trust spokesman said it “was sorry” about 
Mr Fleming and said it was investigating 
the case. 

He added that the emergency department 
was experiencing long waits due to the high 
numbers of admissions on the day Mr Fleming 
went to the hospital. 

The trust was unavailable for comment 
about the jokey calendar as Kent on Sunday 
went to press.

A FLY-TIPPER has been 
ordered to pay £660 in clean-up 
and courts costs after dumping 
three tonnes of wood and 
builders’ rubble. 

Christopher Ward, of York 
Road in Gravesend, pleaded 
guilty at Maidstone Crown 
Court to the waste crime offence 
which blocked an access road 
behind his own street. 

He was caught by Kent 
County Council officers after 
documents found in the fly- 
tipped rubbish gave details of 
the company from which the 52- 
year-old had cleared the waste.

“Kent as a county is to be val¬ 
ued and protected from those 
engaging in environmental 
crime.” 

Ward was fined and given a 
two-year conditional discharge 
for the offence. 

Cllr John Cubitt, Gravesham 
Borough Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for cleaner, greener and 
safer issues said: “This convic¬ 
tion is a positive result which 
sends out a strong message 
against fly-tipping within this 
borough. 

‘We aim to stop illegal acts of 
this nature and make the area a 
cleaner and safer place.”

FRUIT farmers have received a 
boost with news the Government 
has increased the number of for¬ 
eign workers allowed to pick crops 
in the UK. 

The Seasonal Agricultural Workers 
Scheme (SAWS), which is set to be phased 
out in 2011, permits students from elsewhere 
in the EU to reside in Britain and return 
home once the season closes. 

In 2006 the number was reduced from 
25,000 to 16,250, which was a decision that 
hurt the fruit industry as it began to suffer 
from a lack of available workers. Some of this 
year’s crops went unpicked as a result. 

Last Thursday, immigration minister Phil 
Woolas announced a rise of 5,000 workers to 
make the current total of 21,500 permitted 
fruit-pickers. 

Faversham and Mid Kent MP Hugh 
Robertson, who is also secretary of the All 
Party Parliamentarian Fruit Group, had 
been lobbying throughout the year for an 
increase. 

He said: “I am delighted by the Home 
Office’s decision, which will safeguard the 
fruit industry for the immediate future. 

“I am also pleased by the minister’s com¬ 
mitment, at our meeting last Tuesday, to 
work towards a long-term solution via a 
replacement for the current labour scheme. 

“Labour is the key component of a fruit 
farmer’s cost base. This decision will 
enable them to continue to produce high- 
quality, unsubsidised produce close to the

market place, which is excellent news for 
Kent’s economy.” 

Mr Robertson, who was joined in his battle 
by representatives from the National 
Farmers’ Union, says he was also assured by 
Mr Woolas that a similar or greater increase 
was likely in 2010. 

NFU horticulture board chairman Richard 
Hirst was also pleased with the decision. 

He said: “This increase in quota is good 
news and shows ministers have listened to 
the evidence we submitted to them directly 
and via the Migration Advisory Committee. 

“It makes sense that British growers are 
able to supply the British fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles in season, which consumers say 
they want, especially as food security is such 
a key issue. 

“While the increase in quota is positive, in 
order to maintain business confidence it is 
important a long-term view of seasonal 
labour needs is considered. 

‘We will be working with the Home Office 
and the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs to establish a strategy that 
ensures growers can plan the development 
of their businesses in the confidence 
that there will be sufficient seasonal labour 
in the future.”

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Gurkha decision 
delay under fire

A HOLD up in changes to the 
Government’s immigration poli¬ 
cy regarding retired Gurkhas 
has been labelled “unacceptable” 
by campaigners. 

In September, High Court judges ruled 
that the system of allowing only those sol¬ 
diers who retired after 1997 to remain in 
the UK was unlawful and gave the Home 
Office three months to come up with new 
rules. 

However, the Gurkha Justice Campaign 
- supported by actress Joanna Lumley - 
believes the Government plans to apply for 
a further three months to consider individ¬ 
ual cases. 

Kent is home to the 2nd Battalion of the 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at Shornclifte, 
Folkestone, who are now in Afghanistan. 

And nearly half of the soldiers from the 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineers Regiment 
are Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

Gurkha Justice Campaign organiser 
Peter Carroll, who is also a Shepway coun¬ 
cillor and the Liberal Democrat prospective 
parliamentary candidate for Maidstone 
and the Weald, said: “This delay is totally 
unacceptable. As recently as November 20 
we handed in to Downing Street the largest 
ever petition on this issue, signed by 
250,000 people, calling on the Government 
to allow all British Army retired Gurkhas 
the right to settle in the UK if they wish. 

“The people have spoken and the 


Government should listen. It seems unbe¬ 
lievable that we continue to treat former 
Gurkhas so badly at a time when their sons 
are laying down their lives on our behalf in 
Iraq and Afghanistan.” 

Mr Carroll said he thought the delay was 
due to an internal dispute between the 
Home Office and the Ministry of Defence, 
which he believes is concerned more 
Gurkhas will want to enter Britain. 

He said: “The Prime Minister himself 
paid tribute to the Gurkhas on a recent 
visit to the war zone. We are calling on 
Gordon Brown to stand above petty argu¬ 
ments between Government departments 
and do what the people continue to ask: let 
all retired British Army Gurkhas have the 
right to settle here.” 

A Home Office official said: ‘We have 
taken the judgment on board and are 
determined to get the amended guidance 
right to ensure it is fair to all Gurkhas. This 
has involved consultation across 
Government. Once we have published the 
guidance we will review the cases as soon 
as possible.” 

Last month, the wife of a Gurkha soldier 
killed in Afghanistan was warned she and 
the couple’s two daughters may be deport¬ 
ed in 2012. Colour Sergeant Krishna Dura, 
of the 2nd Bn Royal Gurkha Rifles, died 
when the vehicle he was in was struck by a 
roadside bomb. 

The Gurkha Justice Campaign is also 
calling for his family to be allowed to 
remain in the UK.

KENT County Council’s green 
credentials have been thrown 
into doubt after it was revealed 
the authority is choosing to bury 
instead of recycle bulky rubbish. 

Greenfields Resource Management Ltd, 
an innovative company in Ashford, said it 
had come up with a unique way to recycle 
items such as beds, sofas, tables, chairs and 
other pieces of domestic and office furniture 
but it was forced to close on Christmas Eve. 

Claire Pitts, a former waste services man¬ 
ager for Dover District Council, set up the 
company in April this year. 

“KCC promised a hundred tonnes of 
bulky refuse through the gates of our plant 
every month because that is the absolute 
minimum to make our experiment cost- 
effective,” she said. “But now they say it is 
marginally more cost effective to send it to 
landfill and because of that, they would 
rather bury the bulky waste than recycle it. 

“Obviously the unit costs are more expen¬ 
sive at this experimental stage of the proj¬ 
ect, and that, for now, tips the cost-balance 
very marginally in favour of the landfill 
option, but those costs would fall substan¬ 
tially once we were able to roll it out in a 
bigger way.” 

Ms Pitts said most councils sent bulky 
items to landfill sites because they are diffi¬ 
cult to recycle. She said when she was work¬ 
ing for Dover she saw thousands of items 
being crushed for landfill and was con¬ 
vinced there was a more environmentally 
sustainable way to dispose of the waste. 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of KCC, said: 
“There is always a risk with any new busi¬ 
ness venture and Greenfields has been a 
victim of market forces due to the downturn 
in the market for recyclables, especially 
scrap metal. 

Costs 

“KCC originally agreed to pay £45 a tonne 
for the materials produced, but the compa¬ 
ny has almost doubled the fee to £80 in the 
past nine months and we cannot justify 
paying this increase. Nor can we simply 
give companies public money.” 

But Ms Pitts argued the initial price was 
a trial amount and based on the fact that at 
the time the company could cover its costs 
by selling on broken down materials. 

She argued that Greenfields would make 
no profit from the increased charge and 
that it cost £70 a tonne to take the rubbish 
to landfill. 

“The money they have received from the 
Government to research bulky waste dis¬ 
posal, I have done the research and my 
company is doing it so why can’t they use 
the money to support us? 

“I don’t understand why, I thought they 
would want to be part of this,” she said. 

Ms Pitts said all five members of staff at 
the company had now lost their jobs along 
with her dream of rolling out the idea to 
other councils across the country. 

“Now, as a result of KCC’s blinkered 
approach, landfill sites will get fuller and 
fuller with large items of waste that could 
be recycled, and jobs will be lost in an inno¬ 
vative Kent-devised business that had the 
potential to create hundreds of new jobs, 
benefiting councils UK-wide and reducing 
landfill at the same time,” she said. 

Cllr Carter added: “I have every sympa¬ 
thy for Claire Pitts and her colleagues, and 
all businesses which are being affected by 
the current economic climate. 

“Through our Backing Kent Business 
campaign we are looking at how we can 
simplify our procurement processes and 
make it easier for local firms to tender for 
contracts with us. 

“We are also lobbying government to 
reduce unnecessary burdens and regula¬ 
tion on businesses.”

SIR Richard Branson’s 
calls for all hospital staff to 
be screen for the superbug 
MRSA have been labelled 
“misinformed” by a Kent 
infection control expert. 

The billionaire chairman of Virgin 
Group made the comments during 
an interview after he was appointed 
vice-president of the Patients 
Association, which saw him slam 
the “horrific” level of hospital 
acquired infections in the NHS. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of 
infection prevention and control at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, said: “It would take a 
huge amount of time and effort, and 
not to mention money, for some¬ 
thing that would not have very 
much benefit to the patients. I think 
his comment is more of a lack of 
information, or misinformation.” 

She said there would be more dis¬ 
advantages, including when to carry 
out the tests and what to do if work¬ 
ers tested positive, to screening staff 
for MRSA, than advantages. 

“Do you send them out of work?” 
she said. “It can be difficult to decon¬ 
taminate people sometimes and 
then we would not have a full work¬ 
force and we need our frontline 
staff. It [NHS workers colonised 
with MRSA] has not been recog¬ 
nised as a major problem.” 

Dr Mumford, who worked previ¬ 
ously as a consultant in communica¬ 
ble diseases at the Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency (HPA), said during the 
big outbreaks of MRSA in the early 
90s, staff were screened. 


“The number of infections is going 
down, patients are being colonised 
from treatment but we are not see¬ 
ing the devastating effects any 
more,” she said. “Our infection rates 
were 50 per cent down in the period 
to March this year and have contin¬ 
ued to go down this year.” 

Dr Mumford was headhunted by 
the trust after the Healthcare 
Commission report into two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile at 
Maidstone, Kent and Sussex and 
Pembury hospitals last year. 

At least 90 patients died from the 
superbug between 2004-06. How¬ 
ever, in the wake of the scandal the 
trust now has some of the lowest 
rates of C diff in the South East. 

Figures from the HPA showed 
there was a 33 per cent drop in 
cases of MRSA bloodstream infec¬ 
tions between July and September 
this year, compared to the previous 


period last year. MRSA rates across 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex are at 
their lowest in two years, HPA fig¬ 
ures published last week revealed. 

KOS Media has been running a 
campaign since February raising 
awareness about the importance of 
hand-washing and basic hygiene in 
the battle against superbugs. 

Dr Mumford said: “Everyone is 
washing their hands and we are not 
seeing the transmission rates we 
were in the 80s and early 90s.” 

She added: “If the infection control 
experts across the country thought 
it a good idea after all the things we 
have implemented and put in place 
then we would have done it.” 

Sir Richard also called for man¬ 
agers at poorly performing trusts to 
be fired and said the NHS could 
learn a lot from the way airlines 
manage themselves, in the BBC 
interview.

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Power firm foreign worker row

THE firm behind the build¬ 
ing of a new gas-fired power 
station in Medway has 
denied accusations it is 
discriminating against local 
workers. 

French multinational Alstom has 
been criticised by the workers’ 
union Unite for not including a 
clause in its tendering contract that 
any subcontractor should seek to 
employ UK tradesmen. 

The union now fears the Polish 
firm awarded the construction con¬ 


tract - Remak - will instead bring 
in cheaper workers from abroad. 

Up to 200 jobs are expected to be 
created for the building of the main 
boiler at the site in Grain, on the 
Hoo Peninsula. 

Alstom is co-ordinating the work 
on behalf of the German energy 
giant E.ON. 

Unite regional officer Neil 
Willoughby said: “You have a situa¬ 
tion where UK customers are paying 
extortionate energy bills to a German 
energy giant, who contracts a French 
multinational to build its new power 
stations. They then employ a Polish 
subcontractor who, we fear, will bring 
in workers from abroad instead of 
giving local workers a chance to 
apply for work. 

“Who is benefiting from this glob¬ 


alisation? Certainly not UK con¬ 
sumers or workers.” 

Mr Willoughby added that Unite 
was calling for an urgent meeting 
with Remak officials. 

However, an Alstom spokesman 
described the allegations against the 
company as “false and inaccurate”. 

He added: “We have never, and 
will never, direct our subcontractors 
where to source their workers or to 
discriminate between UK or non- 
UK nationals. It would be morally 
wrong and illegal to do so. 

“We always give British workers 
and British firms an equal chance 
to bid for work on projects. 

With our active encouragement 
and support, all subcontractors work¬ 
ing on the site will be actively looking 
to employ local workers in the event 



they need additional staff. 

“Our priority is to build and 
deliver a safe, effective power sta¬ 
tion by engaging companies and 
personnel with the appropriate 
skills and expertise necessary for 
a major project of this kind.” 

The spokesman also pointed out 
that its tendering contract was 
agreed and signed by the trade 
unions. 

Unite says it has written to all 
Kent’s MPs to seek their support 
in ensuring UK workers are 
allowed to apply for jobs at Grain. 

However, Medway MP Bob 
Marshall-Andrews said it was too 
early for criticism. 


He said: “I think one has to see 
what happens here first. I have no 
reason to believe anybody is dis¬ 
criminating against British work¬ 
ers, and I have received assur¬ 
ances from Alstom to that effect. 

“I can understand the concerns 
but it’s still early days.” 

An E.ON spokeswoman said the 
firm provides work for many peo¬ 
ple living in Kent, but admitted 
employment matters for the 
building of the new boiler were 
out of its hands. 

She added: “It’s an Alstom deci¬ 
sion. We would encourage them to 
employ locally, but it’s down to 
them.”

Lifeboat ready to roar 


A NEW emergency vessel has gone into serv¬ 
ice at Margate’s lifeboat station. 

Two Royal National Lifeboat Institute craft 
are in service there and the existing inshore 
lifeboat is now in the process of being 
replaced by the new faster craft. 

Its crew are now carrying out training on 
the new boat. 

An inshore lifeboat has been stationed at 
Margate since 1966 and the current boat - 
named Tigger Two - has served the station 
since May, 1999. 

In 2003 the design was updated and the 
result is a faster, more versatile craft still 
retaining the benefits of being able to be 
launched speedily and crewed by a minimum 
of lifeboat personnel. 

Although outwardly similar to its predeces¬ 
sor the new lifeboat, named Tigger Three, 
incorporates changes in both design and 
equipment 

This includes a more powerful engine and 
an increase in speed from 20 to 25 knots. The 
time taken to reach casualties will be 
reduced, an important advantage as the 
inshore lifeboat often responds to calls to peo¬ 


ple in trouble actually in the water, where 
seconds can count. 

Funding of the new lifeboat, costing around 
£31,000 sees the continuation of a special 
relationship the station has with two loyal 
lifeboat supporters, John and Wendy 
Davenport from Surrey. This will be the third 
inshore lifeboat they have generously funded 
for Margate. 

Margate lifeboat operations manager Mike 
Baker said: “This is a wonderful Christmas 
present for the station. 

“Our volunteer crew has already been 
impressed with the boat’s capabilities follow¬ 
ing familiarisation training last year. 

“Its increased speed will significantly 
improve the service we provide to those who 
use the sea off Margate. 

“We are also delighted to be continuing the 
special relationship we have had for many 
years with John and Wendy Davenport. 

“The RNLI relies entirely on voluntary con¬ 
tributions and their generous support is vital 
in ensuring we have the best equipment for 
our crews. We are indebted to them for their 
friendship and support.”

Question time for 
new power plans 


Public to get chance to air 

views over nuclear reactor

PLANS for a third nuclear 
power station at Dungeness will 
be discussed at a series of public 
meetings next month. 

With one of its reactors now closed and 
the other nearing the end of its life, owner 
British Energy has earmarked the site as 
an obvious location for one of a new gener¬ 
ation of plants. 

The firm, which announced in September 
that it is to be bought by the French com¬ 
pany EDF, is also assessing land at 
Sizewell in Suffolk, Bradwell in Essex and 
Hinkley Point in Somerset. 

People living in and around Romney 
Marsh will have six opportunities to dis¬ 
cuss the proposals at meetings between 
January 13 and 29. 

Dungeness B station director Alan 
Oulton said: “We are very keen to outline 
our plans for potential new nuclear build 
to people in our community, and to 
allow them to ask questions and give us 
their views. 

“There is no doubt Dungeness is poten¬ 
tially a key site for new nuclear build in 
the UK, and the benefits to Romney 


Marsh in terms of jobs and the economy 
are vast. But an important part of the site 
assessment process is our dialogue with 
the community.” 

Dungeness B is a 1,200MW twin-unit 
power station that employs more than 500 
full-time staff but is due to be decommis¬ 
sioned by 2018. 

A potential third reactor would produce a 
maximum output of 1,600MW - sufficient 
for about 2.5 million households - and pro¬ 
vide jobs for up to 2,000 people during con¬ 
struction and between 300 and 400 
throughout the following 60 years. 

Consultation 

Locations for the discussions include New 
Romney Assembly Rooms, Rye College of 
Enterprise and Arts, and Dungeness RSPB 
visitor centre. 

British Energy staff and representatives 
from the environmental consultation firm 
Royal Haskoning will also be at Dymchurch 
village hall, Hythe Methodist Church Hall 
and the Lydd War Memorial Institute Club.

Nuclear power currently meets about 
20 per cent of the UK’s electricity needs 
and is supplied by 19 reactors through¬ 
out Britain, the majority of which are 
nearing the end of their lives. 

The Government supports the con¬ 
struction of a new generation of reac¬ 
tors, but opponents argue the energy 
source is unsafe, uneconomic and unnec¬ 
essary. 

They say the Government should be 
focusing on renewable technology such 
as solar, tidal and wind power. 

In May, 2007, a Kent County Council- 
commissioned survey of 1,180 residents 
found that 44 per cent supported a new 
reactor at Dungeness while 40 per cent 
opposed it.

GYPSIES living on a legal encampment in 
Edenbridge are to benefit from a share of 
£97 million of taxpayers’ money. 

The Government is spending the cash on providing 
new traveller sites and upgrading existing ones 
throughout the country over the next three years. 

Sevenoaks council was one of five local authorities in 
the South East to win a grant for 2008-09 from the 
Department for Communities and Local Government 
fund, and will spend its £1.3m on much-needed 
improvements to the Edenbridge encampment. 

Communities minister Iain Wright revealed which 
bids had been successful last week, adding that the gyp¬ 
sies living in the camps will pay rent, council tax and 
other utility bills. 

He said: “The Gypsy and Traveller Sites Grant is cru¬ 
cial to the delivery of both new and better sites to ensure 
gypsies and travellers have authorised, decent places to 
live. 

“The problem of unauthorised camping and the ten¬ 
sions it can cause will only be tackled through sufficient 
provision of well-managed, authorised sites coupled 
with effective enforcement action. 

“Providing authorised sites reduces the need for cost¬ 
ly enforcement action - which costs taxpayers about 
£18m a year - and makes it quicker and easier to take 


Tories alarmed by 
schools violence 

KENT Police were called to deal with violent incidents 
in schools 425 times over the last year. 

The Conservatives obtained the figures through the 
Freedom of Information Act and released them, along 
with those provided by 24 other forces, to demonstrate 
the “very worrying” trend of violence in schools. 

However, the number of reported incidents in Kent - 
which has 708 schools - works out as an average of 
about 0.6 per school per year. 

Figures supplied by Kent Police also refer to violence 
“in the vicinity of schools” rather than just inside them. 


action where unauthorised camping does take place.” 

The schemes that won funding did so after being 
assessed by independent consultants Walker Cox 
against strict criteria of need, sustainability, deliverabil- 
ity and value for money. They were also all considered 
by regional assemblies. 

Improvements to the Edenbridge site will include a 
new road and footpaths with street lighting, an upgrade 
to the electricity supply with each plot metered sepa¬ 
rately, and an upgrade to the water supply. 

There will also be a small increase to the number of 
plots within the existing boundaries of the site, as well 
as other minor building works and repairs. 

Cllr Carol Clark, portfolio holder for balanced commu¬ 
nities, welcomed the cash boost. 

She said: “The grant is excellent news for residents on 
the site and for the district’s traveller community, as 
there will be additional provision. 

“The district council recognises the needs of local gyp¬ 
sies and travellers, and by improving the site we are 
helping to meet those needs.” 

Sevenoaks council made its bid for the Edenbridge 
site, which was established in 1965, to the Department 
for Communities and Local Government in July. 

Other councils that won grants in the South East 
include Brighton and Hove, East Sussex, Milton Keynes 
and Oxfordshire. 
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13 sex offenders 
on the missing list 

A TOTAL of 13 registered sex offenders have “gone miss¬ 
ing” in Kent according to figures obtained by the BBC. 

The broadcasting company requested information about 
offenders who are not now at their registered address 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

Data supplied by 38 police forces across the UK 
showed 317 sex offenders were reported as missing or 
unaccounted for. 

The force reporting the largest number of missing regis¬ 
tered sex offenders was London’s Met Police, where 112 
have disappeared.

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Perfectly flawed and 


worth 
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BY JANE CONNOLLY 

IMPERFECTIONS, flaws and faults - 
comedian Russell Kane claims he cannot 
get enough of them. 

In his latest show, Kane explores the British 
pre-occupation with blemishes and how it has 
prompted him to find humour in our quirky 
national outlook. 

“It’s just inspired by living in Britain,” he 
said. “We do love a negative. That’s how we 
bond. We groom each other on negatives. We 
don’t boast too much and we find it quite sus¬ 
picious when people are like that.” 

Far from making New Year’s resolutions 
that will banish all trace of his faults, Kane 
aims to accentuate the positive. 

“I celebrate flaws rather than seeing them as 
a negative thing,” he said. “I always prefer a bit 
of art that’s imperfect and also a person who is 
a bit imperfect. I like to celebrate that.” 

Following the sell-out success of Kane’s 
Gaping Flaws at last year’s Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival, he is hitting the road with his first 
national tour. The 33-year-old from north 
London has twice been nominated for the 
ifcomedy Award, the festival’s highest acco¬ 
lade, and will be known to BBC Radio 2 listen¬ 
ers as the host of sketch show Out To Lunch. 

But Kane had originally pursued a career as 
a writer, taking a job in copywriting as a way 
of indulging his passion while working on 
fiction projects. 

“There are only two guaran-teed 
ways to be a writer - journalism

or copy-writing,” he said. 
“I always wanted to contin¬ 
ue writing books or short sto¬ 
ries. If I ever ended up doing any¬ 
thing outside comedy, I would write fic¬ 
tion. But I never dreamed I would do this.” 

He believes his critical success stemmed 
from the fact he had no prior knowledge of 
comedy before stepping up to the microphone 
for the first time in 2004. 

“Initially it was just a dare from people at 
work. I never really had any interest in come¬ 
dy and had never been to a comedy club,” he 
said. “It wasn’t something that particularly 
interested me, I wanted to be a writer. Friends 
at work said ‘you’re quite funny, you should go 
up on stage’ and I just said ‘no way’. But a cou¬ 
ple of years later I thought I could do it just 
once, to say I’d done it. I was looking for a 


hobby, something to do in the evenings to 
unwind and let off steam. Trying stand-up 
was just a culmination of that and it got 
out of hand really quickly.” 

Kane did a few amateur spots 
and within three months he was 
being offered the chance to do 
more. The sets started getting 
longer and the clubs bigger 
until eventually he started to 
command payment for his act. 
In 2006 he left his day job and, 
a week later, was offered a job 
making short American trave¬ 
logues for digital channel Five 
US. That year he won his first 
award nomination at 
Edinburgh, a feat which he 
repeated two years later. 

“Awards and nominations are 
useful for ticket sales and for get¬ 
ting higher paid jobs,” he said. “It 
helps to get your bills covered. I 
just did BBC l’s Live at the Apollo, 
which was fantastic. So the 
awards were brilliant and a bit 
of a pat on the back. I always 
did well in ‘new act’ comp¬ 
etitions - because I had 
no interest in comedy, 
people had me 
down as an 
amazing 
p e r - 


son. But it was 
because I hadn’t 
watched other comics, so 
people mistook me for being 
so original. So I was sneakily 
winning. The if. comedy Award 
was a big one. To get nominated in 
2006 and 2008,1 was very happy. It still 
hasn’t really sunk in. But I don’t want it to, 
because I don’t want to get arrogant.” 

Kane is still writing and finds critical recog¬ 
nition for his comedy can also be useful in 
helping him to pursue other creative interests. 

“When the committee says ‘right, you’re one 


of the four best acts in Edinburgh this year’, it 
seems amazing,” he said. “But rather than sit 
on it, I think about how I can use that to get 
my script read and to help other creative proj¬ 
ects.” 

He has written a couple of sitcom scripts and 
a play which was well-received at Edinburgh 
in 2007. Fakespeare: The Lamentable 
Tragedie of Yates’s Wine Lodge - a four-han- 
der which visited Folkestone Literary Festival 
last year - was performed at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in Stratford-upon- 
Avon. 

“I was on the same stage as David Tennant 
in Hamlet, it was incredible,” Kane said. “It’s 
not a parody because I don’t use any 
Shakespearean plot in itself, just his style of 
language. I use Elizabethan English mixed 
with modem language. It’s the opposite of 
those very patronising modem versions of 
Romeo and Juliet. It’s about two guys fighting 
over a girl in Yates’s. But it’s very silly and I 
challenge anybody to attribute any artistic 
worth to it.” 

When planning to write a modem script pep¬ 
pered with Shakespearean-style quips, it 
could be expected that the research involved 
would be extensive. But having been an 
admirer of the Bard from a young age, Kane 
was primed for the task. 

“It was already in my head because I loved 
all that stuff,” he said. “It was the opposite to 
(what was going on) where I grew up. When 
you live somewhere really rough, you can 
either become a drug dealer or you can rebel 
against it. The best way to rebel was to become 
really poncey.”

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Grow to eat 


IT wouldn’t have been Christmas without 
some good old Brussels sprouts on the 
menu, and if you have grown your own this 
year, late varieties should be ready for har¬ 
vesting from the stem upwards between 
December and March, once they have 
reached 2.5cm (lin) in diameter. 

Most Brussels sprout types are FI 
hybrids, bred to produce heavy crops of 
small, firm sprouts which can be picked in 
one go. Like all brassicas, they like a neu¬ 
tral or slightly alkaline soil. 

Sow seed mid-March to April for a winter 
crop. If you just want a few plants, sow seed 
in 9cm pots and keep them outside in a 
sheltered spot or coldframe, making sure 
the compost is kept moist but not sodden. 

If you have more space, sow into a well 
prepared seedbed, raking over the surface 
to a fine texture and sowing the seeds 
1.5cm deep in rows 15cm apart. They 
should germinate in one to two weeks and 
seedlings should be thinned to 8cm apart or 
one per pot. 

Choose a sheltered, sunny spot where the 
plants will grow to maturity. They should be 
ready for transplanting by June, when the 
seedlings are around 15cm high. Water the 
the day before moving to their final quar¬ 
ters. Plant with the lowest leaves just above 
the surface and water after planting. 

Hoe regularly and feed in early summer. 
Earth up around the stems in summer and 
stake tall varieties. Begin harvesting when 
the sprouts at the base of the stem have 
reached the size of a walnut and are still 
tightly closed. Snap them off with a sharp 
downward tug or cut them off with a sharp 
knife. 

Good varieties include ‘Braveheart’, 
‘Cascade’ and ‘Citadel’.

Rent an allotment 

As the push to grow your own fruit 
and veg continues, having an allot¬ 
ment is an ideal way for people to 
grow their own produce. 

It may be time-consuming, but if 
you don’t have enough space in your 
own garden for a vegetable patch, 
acquiring an allotment may be the 
answer, especially if you can per¬ 
suade the whole family to take part. 

Contact your local authority for 
details on your nearest allotment 
and plot vacancies, or visit your

library where they may keep a 
record. 

Once you have found one, check it 
out. Consider the distance it is from 
your home (how easy is it to get to?), 
whether it has a mains water supply, 
which is vital, and maybe even 
whether it comes with a shed. 

Speak to neighbouring plot holders 
about the pros and cons of the site 
and check out the particular plot 
available to you. Will it have enough 
sun to grow fruit and veg or will 
large trees be shading it? Ask about 
the soil, weeds, wind and weather. 

Grow from seed 

If you don’t want to spend a fortune 
at the garden centre, pick up some 
packets of seeds, some seed trays and 
compost, make some of your win¬ 
dowsills available and start growing 
in late winter and early spring from 
seed. You don’t need masses of room 
to be productive. 

Think about the annual bedding 
you like, which you might normally 
spend a lot of money on, and grow it 
from seed. It should save you a for¬ 
tune and you’ll probably have more 
plants than you would if 
you filled a trolley at the 
local nursery. 


You don’t need a greenhouse or 
conservatory to enjoy success. 

Create your own compost bin 

It may take a day to clear the area 
where you will house it, but it will be 
worth it. 

Ideally, have two compost contain¬ 
ers - one which can be filled and 
then left for the compost to rot 
down while the other is being 
filled up. The container needs to 
build up heat inside so avoid holes 
in the sides. 

Make the bin out of wooden slats. 
The area should be at least lm (3ft) 
squared. If you have an open com¬ 
post bin, turn the compost waste 
every three months to ensure the 
material around the edges breaks 
down properly. 

Cover the compost heap with plas¬ 
tic sheeting or old carpet in winter 
or rainy weather to keep the heat in 
and excess water out. 

A free-standing compost heap 
should take six to 12 months to rot 
down sufficiently for the compost to 
be used. It should be a dark, crum¬ 
bly consistency when it’s ready.

If the lifestyle fits 



HEALTHY LIVING: While many of us think we’re fit we’re not getting nearly enough fruit 
and veg in our diets, and exercise, such as running, seems to be low on the agenda

SO are we fit or not? It seems 
most of us in Kent and the rest of 
the country are baffled as to what 
fitness actually means. 

We think we have a good idea, but new fig¬ 
ures from the PruHealth Vitality Index, 
reveals an odd picture of reality. 

There is a clear gap between our percep¬ 
tions of what it means to be healthy and 
having a real understanding of the impact of 
lifestyle, diet and fitness levels on current 
and future health. 

The report reveals that 69 per cent of us 
claim to be in good health. 

However, when lifestyle and fitness choic¬ 
es are scrutinised the reality reveals quite a 
different picture as a significant proportion 
of those who feel they are in a good state of 
health do not follow a healthy lifestyle. 

Have a look at the figures - just 58 per 
cent of us feel we actually follow a healthy 
lifestyle. 

And some 47 per cent say their fitness 
level is ‘good’ and only 24 per cent eat their 
recommended five a day of fruit and 
vegetables. 

But two thirds think they are overweight, 
a fifth smoke, and 14 per cent don’t bother 
with any regular screenings or check ups 
with their GP. 

Dr David Grainger a senior fellow at 
Cambridge University, said: “This report 
makes clear that people listen to and under¬ 
stand the public health message. 

“Lifestyles are improving and disease 


rates are falling. But there is plenty more to 
do. If half of current smokers managed to 
stop smoking tomorrow, we estimate that 
nearly a million years of lost life would be 
saved from heart disease alone. 


“Regular health checkups are particularly 
useful, and it is disappointing to see only 14 
per cent had regular health checks, despite 
the emphasis of the public health message 
on prevention rather than cure.”

BLESS YOU: To reduce the horrors of sneezing hot blackcurrant cordial is a must

COLDS are a nightmare, and we 
all need help battling them some¬ 
times in the winter months. 

Now researchers at the aptly named 
Common Cold Centre at Cardiff University’s 
bioscience department, have discovered a 
very cordial way of alleviating symptoms. 

Just taking a hot drink of a blackcurrant- 
based fruit cordial can provide immediate 
and sustained relief from symptoms of runny 
nose, cough, sneezing, sore throat, chilliness 
and tiredness. 

Professor Ronald Eccles, director of the cen¬ 
tre, said: “With temperatures falling, cold 
viruses love this time of year. Having a bottle 
of fruit cordial in the cupboard and making a 
hot drink could help fight off the symptoms of 
cold and flu. 

“The big advantage of this type of treat¬ 
ment is that it is cheap as well as safe and 
effective.” 

Published in the December edition of the 
clinical journal Rhinology, the research com¬ 
pared the effects a blackcurrant and apple 
cordial drink had on the symptoms exhibited 
by 30 test patients when served hot, and at 
room temperature. 

One of the country’s foremost blackcurrant 
cordial producers Pixley Berries welcomed 
the news and reports a striking rise in sales 
since this new medical advice. 


Company boss Edward Thompson said: 
“The response to this research has been over¬ 
whelming. We are looking forward to a cold 
winter, as our blackcurrant bushes need a 
long period of dormancy if they are to produce 


good quantities of fruit the following year. 

“But icy winds also require old-fashioned 
hot drinks, best with an alcoholic inclusion. 
Hot Pixley Toddies made with blackcurrant 
and rum are a favourite.”

THE Goods Shed has become something 
of an institution in Canterbury - lauded 
by critics, tourists and locals alike for its 
devotion to high quality locally sourced 
ingredients. 

The premise is simple. The Goods Shed, a 
former train shed next to Canterbury West 
Station, is an indoor farmers’ market selling 
meat, cheese, vegetables and fish, as well as a 
small selection of craft ware. 

The restaurant, a raised gallery area at the 
back of the cavernous interior, cooks only what 
it can source from the market, making for an 
ever-changing menu that follows the seasons, 
but can seem a bit limited at times. 

It is an unusual dining experience. Intimate 
it is not, and neither does it stand on ceremo¬ 
ny - this is a restaurant where you top up your 
own wine glass. This creates an informal, 
relaxed atmosphere, helped no end by friendly 
and knowledgeable staff who are more than 
happy to answer questions about the more 
esoteric vegetables on the menu. 

The food is very good. There is nothing par¬ 
ticularly fancy, although you might find some 
of the ingredients slightly unfamiliar. 

To start I had hand-dived scallops on crown 
prince puree (a type of squash, as the waitress 
informed me) topped with black pudding (£9). 

This dish, replicated at several restaurants 
locally, proved the only low point. While the 
scallops were perfectly cooked, the black pud¬ 
ding was lacklustre and failed to fulfil its func¬ 
tion as a rich counterpoint to the shellfish. 

The crown prince puree also failed to add 
any zing to a generally underwhelming combi¬ 
nation. And unforgivably at this price, each 
mouthful was slightly gritty. 

Down the road in Seasalter, The 
Sportsman’s take on the pork and shellfish

combo - oysters topped with chorizo - is 
immeasurably better. 

But I stress this dish was an anomaly. My 
companion’s starter of smoked eel with 
poached egg and butter sauce (£7.50) was pow¬ 
erful and satisfying, while both main courses 
improved matters still further. 

I chose a real winter warmer - slow-cooked 
pork belly with apple, pear, cider and sage 
(£16). What emerged from the kitchen was an 
artery-clogging dream come true. 

Beautifully bronzed, crisp skin covered lay¬ 
ers of succulent meat, shot through with melt¬ 
ing fat and meaty flavour. This was expertly 
juxtaposed with sweetly sharp apple and pear 
flavours, exactly the kind of thing you need on 
a cold December evening. 

My companion chose something cons-ider- 
ably less likely to lead to bypass surgery in 
later life - hake with brown shrimp, crab and 
lemon (£16). This was a subtle and well exe¬ 
cuted dish, the fish perfectly cooked, with 
the shellfish providing welcome compli¬ 
mentary tastes and textures. 

The puddings were also excellent. I had a 
treacle tart accompanied by a scoop of truly 
amazing mead ice-cream (£6.50). 

The tart itself was a world away from the 
gooey dish you might imagine, with a light, 
delicately flavoured and airy centre. 

In contrast, my companion’s choco¬ 
late fondant with chocolate sorbet (£6.50) 
was dark, moist and meltingly rich and,

as you might expect, ridiculously chocolatey. 

This particular night I was driving, but the 
wine list is very reasonable, with a price range 
accounting for every taste and pocket, starting 
from a jug of table wine for under £10. 

Local ingredients have long since ceased to 
be a novelty and in Kent at least, have become 
almost expected given our wealth of top quali¬ 
ty producers. But good ingredients mean little 
if the kitchen is not up to scratch and too many 
places charge over the odds for dishes relying 
solely on the quality of the raw materials, 
while expressing little creativity. The Goods 
Shed is not guilty of either crime, but others 
are swiftly catching up. 

The food is keenly priced and the cooking is 
inventive, but not quite as inventive as the 
Sportsman, and at £82 plus drinks and serv¬ 
ice, the bill for two comes in only slightly 
cheaper than its much-vaunted contemporary. 

And at the Three Mariners in Oare, you can 
get a similar meal for almost £20 cheaper. It’s 
food for thought.

WHEN it’s cold and bleak outside, I love 
having people over for dinner, writes Lucy 
Corry. 

They’re always grateful to be fed, it’s a 
chance to cook something more exciting 
than the usual weekday pasta and sauce 
combo, and it’s a good way to return favours 
or get to know people better. 

But unless you’re careful, entertaining at 
home can be a fast-track to economic ruin.

She says it is 
possible to 
skimp without 
it showing - , 
you just need to 
be clever. 

“Make up for your lack of cash by inviting 
friends to a meal that sounds fun,” she says. 
“You could tie it to an event... or focus on a 
type of food, like a cupcake tea, a jelly and 
ice-cream party, or a soup supper.” 

If she has more than six guests, Fiona 
says she forgets all about providing dinner 
and focuses on drinks and nibbles instead. 

“For six or under it would be supper in the 
kitchen,” she says. “I don’t do dinner parties 
these days!” 

While it’s fine to give people leftovers at 
this time of year, Fiona has a few words of 
caution. 

“Come round for leftovers isn’t a very 
enticing invitation,” she laughs. “But most 
of us could run up a delicious meal from 
what we’ve got in the fridge or the store 
cupboard.

Life s not changed 
much in 100 years 

LIFE IN VICTORIAN BRITAIN 
BY MICHAEL PATERSON 

THE changing role of women - and their 
fashions - in Victorian times is high¬ 
lighted in a new book that charts one of 
the greatest periods in British history. 

Life in Victorian Britain (Robinson, £8.99), 
in the publisher’s Brief History series, tells 
how the nation was transformed during 
Queen Victoria’s reign from 1837 to her death 
on 1901. 

The author Michael Paterson relates that at 
the start of the young queen’s reign the nation 
was fearful about revolution but, by steady 
stages, Britain stood at the centre of a massive 
empire on which, it was claimed, the sun never 
set. 

Yet, he suggests, the Victorian age was in 
many ways very much like our own - ruled by 
a popular and respected female monarch 
while fearing recession and deploring the pro¬ 
hibitive cost of housing. 

In Victorian times there was the danger of 
terrorism and British soldiers were being 
killed fighting in Afghanistan. 

There was fear of crime in dark streets and 
scandals in the Royal family. So what’s 
changed, he asks. 

In this 350-page book the author covers 
many aspects of Victorian life, including the 
revolutionary changes in the production and 
style of newspapers, the growth in the temper¬ 
ance movement to combat so much drunken¬ 
ness, improvements in the British Army, the 
increasing influence of the middle classes and 
the successful battle against cholera and other 
diseases. 

The author details the main characters and 
the key events during the Victorian age, 
including the Imperial wars far from home to 
the changing nature of work. 

His book describes in detail the upbringing 
of the young Princess Victoria (who incidental¬ 
ly was nearly christened Elizabeth), her com¬ 
plicated relationship with her domineering 
mother and her romance with the man who 
became her husband, Albert, Prince of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha. 

There’s also an explanation of why she 
inherited the throne following the death of her 
uncle, William IV, who had no legitimate chil¬ 
dren. 

One interesting snippet was that Victoria 
was conceived abroad and had to be rushed 
home to Britain if, as expected, she was to 
become monarch, which she did when still 
only 18 years old. 

Her father, the Duke of Kent, died shortly 
after Victoria’s birth and fathered no more 
children. 

An interesting, detailed book that is worth 
reading if only to understand more about 
British history.

AUSTRALIA (12A) 

BAZ Luhrmann impresses with his biggest 
canvas yet, paying tribute to his homeland 
with a sprawling love story set during the 
years before the Japanese bombing of Darwin.

Carl Allen (Jim Carrey) is a man going 
nowhere, personally and professionally, still 
nursing the wounds of a break up with his 
girlfriend Stephanie (Molly Sims). He attends 
a self-help seminar, and is publicly shamed 
into embracing the power of‘yes’. 

Subsequently, he lands a promotion at work 
and catches the eye of free-spirited painter 
and singer Allison (Zooey Deschanel). 

But he soon realises seizing every chance 
fate throws his way might just cost him the 
love of his life. 

Unfortunately the fil m lacks a coherent 
script and well-developed characters. 
Deschanel’s kooky love interest is adorable 
but there’s no palpable screen chemistry with 
Carrey, who tones down his 
usual array of wild gesticulations and funny 
voices. 

BEDTIME STORIES (PG) 

DIRECTOR Adam Shankman follows up the 
global smash Hairspray with this colourful 
family feature, proving that sometimes 
dreams do come true. 

Bedtime Stories daydreams the possible 
consequences of a tale, conjured in the imagi¬ 
nation, magically manifesting itself in the real 
world.

In a world of teenage fantasy where mortals 
and vampires live side by side, Bella Swan 
(Kristen Stewart) falls in love with mysterious 
outsider Edward Cullen (Robert Pattinson) - 
a ‘good’ vampire with superhuman powers. 
Edward must protect Bella and local towns¬ 
folk from a legion of immortal predators. An 
enjoyable film. 

THE TALE OF DESPEREAUX (U) 

A VISUALLY colourful yet emotionally hollow 
fable based on the award-winning book by 
Kate DiCamillo. 

Every year a new soup is unveiled by royal 
chef Andre (Kevin Kline), but disaster strikes 
when an inquisitive rat called Roscuro 
(Dustin Hoffman) falls into the soup, causing 
the Queen to die.

Doting father Mo Folchart (Brendan Fraser) 
has kept a secret from his daughter Meggie 
(Eliza Bennett) since she was three: he is a 
Silvertongue and inadvertently sent his 
beloved wife Teresa (Sienna Guillory) into the 
pages of a book called Inkheart. 

When Mo stumbles upon a copy of the book, 
he finally believes he could be reunited with 
Teresa, only for the past to catch up with him. 

A fun-filled and action-packed movie with 
great special effects.

OZ AND JAMES DRINK TO 
BRITAIN: They’ve quaffed their 
way around France and America, 
and now it’s time for Oz Clarke and 
James May to find out which 
beverage defines Britain. The 
offbeat duo begin at the iconic white 
cliffs of Dover, where Oz lays out his 
grand design for their road trip. 
Unsurprisingly, May brings his 
speech to a screeching halt by 
insisting all he wants is a simple 
pint of beer. However, first of all, the 
Top Gear presenter has to purchase 
a set of wheels to get them from A to 
B, and that proves problematic.

PROG ROCK BRITANNIA: The 

Beeb’s Prog Rock season continues 
with this documentary, which charts 
the rise and fall of a music genre 
that was loved and ridiculed in 
equal measure. Featuring drum 
solos, outrageous costumes and 
gatefold record sleeves, this 
examines the stories of inter¬ 
national chart-toppers like Yes, 
Genesis, ELP and Jethro Tull, and 
their less established counterparts 
such as Caravan and Egg. The 
documentary explains how 
progressive rock was bom in the 
60s, became hugely successful in the 
early 70s, before slipping into 
oblivion with the emergence of punk 
later in the decade. It also examines 
some of the movement’s signature 
features, including its penchant for 
odd time signatures and complex 
stmcture. This is a humorous but 
affectionate look at an all-too brief 
era in British popular music history.

WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 7 

RICK STEIN’S MEMOIRS OF A 
SEAFOOD CHEF: Think of modem 
chefs, and what springs to mind? 
Certainly someone with a temper at 
boiling point who takes out his 
fmstrations on those around him. 
No, we won’t mention any names, but 
there’s a good bet you know who we 
mean. However, unlike some of his 
more abrasive peers, Rick Stein 
doesn’t believe in throwing frying 
pans. When the knives are out he 
would rather use his to dress a crab 
than stab someone in the back. He’s 
hardly your stereotypical chef, but 
that’s what makes this connoisseur 
of the fruits de mer so appealing. This 
eye-opening documentary charts the 
restaurateur’s journey to becoming a 
fully fledged seafood chef, which has 
seen him transform ‘poor man’s food’ 
into a gourmet’s delight. It also 
includes humorous insights from 
those closest to him. (BBC2, 9pm) 

COLD BLOOD: This 2005 drama 
proved to be a shock to some 
Matthew Kelly fans. He plays Brian 
Wicklow - a twisted serial killer in 
the Hannibal Lecter vein. After 
committing some of the most 
macabre murders ever seen in the 
country, Wicklow has spent the last 
15 years in prison, playing a 
psychological cat-and-mouse game 
with his captors. As one of Britain’s 
most notorious murderers, vilified 
by the press and despised by fellow 
inmates, he thrives on the fact the 
body of his last victim was never 
found. Then, out of the blue, he 
decides he wants to talk. Murder 
squad Detective Eve Granger is 
assigned the case, and through a 
series of interviews, gains insights 
into the mindset of a psychopath. 
Jemma Redgrave stars as Granger, 
with top-notch support from John 
Hannah and David Calder. Stay 
tuned for the second offering, which 
left millions of viewers hooked back 
in 2007. (ITV3,10pm) 


THE KRYPTON FACTOR: Back in 
1977, a smart new show graced the 
box. Unlike other quizzes of the 
time, this was a clever mix of studio- 
based head scratching and assault- 
course drama. With rounds 
involving mental agility, response, 
observation, physical ability and 
intelligence, Gordon Burns put 
countless (mostly male) contestants 
through their paces. However, let’s 
hope a few more women follow in 
the footsteps of Marian Chanter for 
this new run. She became the show’s 
only female winner after her 
stunning work back in 1987. 

GMTV veteran Ben Shephard 
admits he is rather excited about 
hosting this new series: “The 
Krypton Factor is an iconic UK 
show and I’m really excited to be 
picking up the mantle from the 
legend, Gordon Burns.” (ITV1, 
7.30pm) 

VICTORIAN FARM: The credit 
crunch has already seen food prices 
go through the roof, prompting 
homeowners up and down the land 
to take a long, hard look at their 
budgets, and decide to grow their 
own fruit and veg. If you’re 
considering it but aren’t quite sure 
whether you’ve got what it takes, 
then perhaps tuning in to this new 
series might help. 

A mixture of The 1900 House, 
Gardeners’ World and Big Brother, 
it follows the efforts of historian 
Ruth Goodman and archaeologists 
Alex Langlands and Peter Ginn as 
they attempt to live like Victorian 
farmers for a year. They will dress in 
clothing from 1885, and use only the 
equipment and tools available at the 
time. It sounds pretty easy, until you 
realise what they’re facing. 

Not only will they have to maintain 
their new home - a smallholding in 
Acton Scott in Shropshire - but 
they’ve got to restore the cottage 
they’ll be living in first. (BBC2,9pm) 


KEVIN MCCLOUD’S UK SUPER¬ 
STRUCTURES: It’s not just modem 
architecture that gets Kevin 
McCloud excited. Here, he takes a 
break from watching would-be 
architects build their dream homes 
and looks at some of the grandest 
designs in Britain. Of course, the fact 
the structures are already standing 
means we won’t get to see Kevin 
expressing grave doubts over the 
initial plans, before admitting it all 
turned out all right in the end. 
Luckily, we will still get to learn a 
thing or two as he heads to 
Liverpool’s Anglican Cathedral. It 
boasts one of the highest gothic 
arches ever built, and Kevin reveals 
that, despite being constmcted in the 
20th century, the original engineers 
drew on medieval s kill s to make it. 
He takes us on a climb to the top to 
explain more about the cathedral’s 
history and what makes it a 
superstructure. (Discovery ; 7.30pm) 

QI: Who would have thought this 
humble (and at first, slightly 
complicated-sounding) quizcom 
would have become so popular? 
After all, it sees affable host Stephen 
Fry awarding points not for correct 
answers, but for the ones he finds 
the most interesting. Sadly, it does 
mean getting a positive score at the 
end of proceedings is a tough task, 
though there has been the odd 
exception. Helen Atkinson-Wood 
was awarded hundreds of points by 
an agog Fry, after she correctly 
identified a custard explosion from a 
mathematical equation. It might 
sound tough, but honestly it’s not. In 
fact, Stephen Fry told The Times 
Weekend Revue: “The show 
encourages silliness.”

Minister tells 
Commons the 
Dartford tolls 
must remain

A DEBATE on the future of Dartford 
Crossing failed to convince transport min¬ 
ister Paul Clark that its controversial tolls 
should be removed. 

When the Queen Elizabeth II Bridge was built in 
1991, the Conservative government of the time prom¬ 
ised motorists they would no longer be charged to cross 
the Thames once the costs of construction had been met. 

However, tolls remained in place once the debt was 
cleared in 2003 and last month road-users were even hit 
with increased charges at certain times of the day. 

Responding to a question by Tory MP James 
Brokenshire during last week’s Commons debate, 
Gillingham and Rainham MP Mr Clark said the prom¬ 
ises of yesteryear could not be fulfilled today. 

He said: ‘Would it have been possible in the 1980s to 
predict the volume of traffic we have today? Some 53 
million people make that crossing each year. 

‘We had to make difficult decisions. The consequence 
of the growth in traffic in the 1980s was a realisation 
that we needed a further crossing, and that is exactly 
why the QEII Bridge was built.” 

Mr Clark continued: “All the profiling we did in 2000 
to 2001 showed that if the tolls were removed, there 
would be an increase of about 17 per cent in the number 
of people attempting to use the crossing. 

“Therefore, if one thinks about the approach to the 
tunnels and the difficulties that occur even now if a 


vehicle breaks down, they will admit that delay and the 
congestion it causes are substantial. 

“If there were no tolls and no plaza, the pollution 
caused by the number of vehicles trying to get into the 
entrance would be even greater than it is currently.” 

Prior to November 15, car or light-van drivers used to 
pay £1 to use the bridge at all times of the day. 

Today the toll is £1.50 between 6am and 10pm, with 
free crossings outside those hours. 

People living in Dartford and Thurrock receive 50 free 
crossings per year after paying a £10 annual adminis¬ 
tration fee, with additional journeys costing 20p each. 

Sevenoaks Tory MP Michael Fallon was among those 
campaigning for more people to benefit from the cheap¬ 
er rates. 

He asked: ‘Was it not a principle of the original tolling 
charge that everyone paid the same? 

“It is outrageous that my constituents in Swanley 
should pay an increased charge while those who live in 
Dartford and Thurrock, which happen to be Labour 
marginal areas, have most of their journeys completely 
free.” 

However, Mr Clark pointed out that the boundaries 
for free travel had already been expanded to include 
Billericay, Sevenoaks, Erith and Thamesmead, 
Gravesham, Bexleyheath and Castle Point. 

He added: “The point is that this is a congestion 
charge to ensure the crossing flows as reasonably as 
possible. 

“Extending the concession further would not be a 
practical way of dealing with the congestion.”

The man who gave rock its Vox

THE birthplace of rock ’n’ roll is a 
title disputed by several iconic 
places across the southern United 
States. 

Memphis, Tennessee, has possibly the 
strongest claim, but the original rhythm and 
blues of New Orleans can put forward a good 
case, as can the Kentucky hills that spawned 
bluegrass, and the Mississippi delta that gave 
birth to the blues. 

But there’s a place much closer to home that 
certainly made an imprint on the sound of 
classic rock bands down the decades, from the 
Beatles, Rolling Stones, the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience, U2, Nirvana and Oasis - Kent’s 
very own Belvedere. 

The suburb on the outskirts of London was 
the birthplace in 1921 of pioneering electrical 
engineer Dick Denney, who was responsible 
for the invention of the prototype guitar 
amplifer which enabled the sounds of rock ’n’ 
roll to reverberate through clubs, arenas, sta¬ 
diums and festivals throughout the latter 
decades of the 20th century and beyond. 

The former TV and radio repairman loved to 
play the guitar, but was partially deaf and had 
difficulty hearing the results. 

Playing jazz in the early 1950s, he started to 
use a pick-up on his guitar before adapting 
transformers and radio units to boost the 
sound. 

In 1956 he brought it all together, developing 
what he called the AC 15 prototype - a 15-watt 
amplifier and speaker offering guitarists a 
range of sounds never heard before. 

An old friend named Tom Jennings, who 
owned a music shop in nearby Dartford, heard 
about the invention and bought up the design. 

The two men went into partnership under 
the Vox trademark and so the amplifier was 
bom. 

Mr Denney was keen to show off his creation 
and would haul it to rehearsal studios and con¬ 
cert halls where he knew bands were playing 
and give them a demonstration. 

Among the first to get interested were The 
Shadows, who used the sound on their instru¬ 
mental hit Apache. 

That in turn alerted the Beatles and Mr 
Denney formed a partnership with the band, 
setting up equipment for live shows including

an appearance at the London Palladium 
in 1963. 

On one occasion he prevented three 
amplifiers from crashing down onto the 
stage as John, Paul, George and Ringo 
played a gig in Scarborough, by literally 
holding them in place, together with mem¬ 
bers of his crew. 

He was very fond of the Beatles and was 
nicknamed 'Nanny Goat’ by John Lennon 
because of his beard. 

New developments included the AC 30 
amp, a guitar-organ and the Phantom VI 
guitar that had internal organ electronics. 

But Vox found it hard to keep pace with 
demand and competition from rivals 
Fender and Marshall forced a sell-off with, 
Mr Denney leaving to work as a self- 
employed consultant on music. Vox is now 
owned by the Japanese company Korg, 
but its amps are still in production, with 
the Killers, Kaiser Chiefs, Travis and the 
Coral all confirmed fans. 

Mr Denney died in 2001, aged 80. 

Queen guitarist Brian May wrote an 
obituary which read: “The warm, throaty 
roar of the AC 30 was the bedrock of the 
Queen sound.”

THE quick-thinking actions of a stranger 
allowed a woman suffering a stroke aboard a 
cross-Channel ferry to reach vital treatment 
in time, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

May Lacey, 75, is now recovering well at the Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, and after receiving the clot-busting 
drugs she will not be left with any debilitating side effects. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “I’m so very grateful and thank¬ 
ful to everyone here. When I sit up in my chair and look 
around the ward I realise just how lucky I am.” 

Doctors face a race against time to administer clot-busting 
drugs, thrombolysis, to stroke patients. 

David Hargroves, a consultant 
physician and clinical lead for stroke 
medicine at East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Trust, said: “The 
clot-busting drug which has radical¬ 
ly helped many patients since it was 
launched in the trust can only 
normally be administered within 
three hours of the onset of stroke 
symptoms. It is crucial that as little 
time as possible is wasted between 
the time someone suspects a person 
may be having a stroke and their fall 
assessment in hospital.” 

Mrs Lacey, from north London, 
boarded the 8.30am P&O ferry from 
Dover to Calais to go Christmas 
shopping with her family, but short¬ 
ly after it departed her son noticed 
she did not look very well. 

Despite her protests he went to get 
one of the medics on board who 
agreed she was not alright and saw 
the left side of her face was drooping.

He put out a call to see whether 
there was a doctor on board. An 
American woman came forward and 
diagnosed that she had suffered a 
stroke. 

The ferry was turned around and 
paramedics were waiting at the port 
to rush her to hospital by 9.55am. 

Nicky Collins, ward manager at 
the Kingston stroke unit in the 
Canterbury hospital, said: “I saw 
May when she was having the treat¬ 
ment, about halfway through not 
being able to move. You see improve¬ 
ments there and then - it is like see¬ 
ing someone who is paralysed sud¬ 
denly getting their movement back.” 

‘Telemedicine’ 

She said the trust had been devel¬ 
oping its treatment for stroke 
patients over the past year and was 
now offering 24-hour access to throm¬ 
bolysis at its three main hospitals. 

Mrs Lacey has been kept in hospi¬ 
tal since her stoke on December 12 
as she may need further routine 
treatment, but she is up and about 
making tea for the other patients in 
the stroke unit, Ms Collins said. 

The A&E departments in Ashford, 
Margate and the Emergency Care 
Centre in Canterbury are equipped 
with the latest Telemedicine’ tech¬ 
nology which allows a stoke special¬ 
ist to assess patients immediately. 

On-call consultants can talk to 


and examine the patients via a 
video link and assess the results of 
the diagnostic tests carried out at 
the hospital and then decide 
whether to give the go-ahead for the 
clot-busting drugs. 

Consultant physician Mr 
Hargroves said: “The new service 
takes advantage of the latest technol¬ 
ogy to ensure patients are examined 
as quickly as possible by a stroke spe¬ 
cialist, and, if appropriate, given a 
clot-busting drug which can restore 
blood flow to the brain and potential¬ 
ly lessen the impact of the stroke. 

“Patients who have met the med¬ 
ical criteria for this treatment have 
left hospital with a far greater degree 
of mobility, speech and independence 
than would usually be expected.” 

Studies show that two million 
neurons are lost for every minute 
delay after a person has a stroke. 

Mr Hargroves said people can 
recognise the specific symptoms of a 
stroke by carrying out the following 
FAST (or the Face Arm Speech Test) 
assessment. 

Facial weakness - can the person 
smile? Do they have mouth or arm 
weakness - can the person raise 
both arms up? Speech problems - 
can the person speak clearly and 
understand what you say?

Sleeping giant? 

ALL eyes will be on Priestfield Stadium 
today when Gillingham FC battle 
Premiership high-fliers Aston Villa in the 
third round of the FA Cup. 

The game will be screened live on ITV1 
from 1pm, giving Kent’s only Football 
League club a rare opportunity to shine in 
the spotlight. 

Priestfield will be sold out for the first 
time in more than five years, with more 
than 11,000 tickets being snapped up 
within days of going on sale. 

The speed in which they were sold 
suggests the people of Kent are crying out 
for a club that can realistically challenge 
for top honours. The fact Gillingham took 
50,000 supporters to Wembley in 2000 
further drives home this point. 

Chairman Paul Scally says his move to 
Dubai was partly to attract investment 
from rich Arabs, but as yet none appears 
to be on the horizon. 

One has to wonder what wealthy 
businessmen want in a football club, 
because few have as much potential as 
Gillingham. Perhaps a raucous crowd 
willing the side to victory could persuade 
somebody to take a chance. 

Powerful decision 

TIMES are changing in terms of how 
energy is generated in the UK, with 
Kent’s power stations playing key roles. 

Experts fear Kingsnorth’s plant could 
end up closing two years earlier than 
planned, while proposals for a new 
nuclear station at Dungeness have 
reached the consultation stage. But both 
stories will pale into insignificance when 
the Government decides whether plans for 
a new coal-fired station at Kingsnorth 
should be given the go-ahead.

The world is enough

ho pes last year’s harsh lesson in 
economic reality concentrates 

minds on what the reai priorities 
are as we rebuild for the future 

of our planet and its p eople 



ONE economics lesson I 
love doing as a teacher - 
for GCSE or A-level - is 
about utility or, roughly, 
how much satisfaction we 
get from consumption. 

It usually leads to heated dis¬ 
cussions about what we really see 
as necessities. 

A century and a half ago there 
was no electricity (to speak of), no 
televisions, cars, fridges and 
(heaven forbid) telephones, let 
alone mobiles. No doubt in 150 
years’ time there’ll be other giz¬ 
mos people can’t possibly live 
without. 

But do they make us happier, 
better people? Debatable, of 
course, but our view of what we 
really need has come into sharp 
focus recently with the credit 
squeeze - which looks set to get 
tighter - and what we can really 
afford. 

I hesitate to mention the recent 
Survivors television series, 
because I didn’t see it, but I did 
see the original series back in the 
1970s. It made a lot of people sit 
up and think. After all, that was 
the time we first started hearing 
about a possible environmental 
Armageddon. 

Try this as an exercise: you are 
told to quit your home in the next 
hour because we have been invad¬ 
ed and a killing force is on its way, 
burning and looting. What would 
you take, and how? (The car’s not 
an option because the roads are 
out.) 

Try it as a family game this 


weekend. I bet you’ll be surprised 
by what you could easily leave 
behind - in fact, would have to 
leave behind. 

When my wife, our youngest 
and I moved onto a narrowboat in 
the early 1990s (it was a decision, 
not a necessity), we spent a couple 
of happy months selling just 
about everything we had. 

When we came back on land 
again four years later we had, 
apart from our real personal stuff, 
just one folding chair and some 
books. What I’m leading up to is 
that the massive, unprecedented 
financial shock in 2008 has cast 
new light on our social and eco¬ 
nomic priorities. 

Never again will bricks and 
mortar be seen as an ‘investment’ 
for everyone and his dog, and 
share-dealing will be best left to 
the regulated experts. Since the 
1970s I’ve been saying the safest 
investment you could ever make 
is to put your savings into a build¬ 
ing society account which com¬ 
pounds the interest, and use a lit¬ 
tle of it every few years to buy a 
good gold or diamond piece of jew¬ 


ellery when gem prices are rela¬ 
tively low. And, thankfully, there’s 
also been some new thinking 
about what we see as important 
as human beings. Money has, at 
last, been put in its context and 
people have realised there are 
other factors in life just as crucial. 

So, my economic predictions for 
2009? 

Banks will go back to being the 
cautious beasts they used to be; 
boring but necessary. Because if 
they don’t get back to basics, our 
cash could be in jeopardy again. 

No more fancy money-making 
dodgy deals, and no more chuck¬ 
ing cash at customers. Loans will 
be granted only if and when 
they’re needed and be fully 
covered. 

Mortgages will be harder to get. 
I think that’s a good thing. Houses 
and apartments should, generally, 
be the preserve of professional 
landlords - who treat them as a 
business, as they do on the 
Continent - and people who rent 
will find they have cash in their 
back pocket to spend on the 
important things in life, instead of 


repaying interest to lenders. On 
the high street there’ll be open 
warfare between smaller shops 
and the big boys, who will snap up 
prime retail sites being vacated 
by Woolies. 

This will be a problem local 
authorities and chambers of com¬ 
merce will have to face squarely, if 
they want choice for shoppers and 
small businesses to survive. 

Inflation will be low for a while, 
but when the upswing begins - 
don’t ask me to predict when - 
prices will rise rapidly as people 
with cash snap up bargains of all 
sorts before they go up. 

If you’re unemployed, try to get 
on a re-training course so you’re 
ready for the upswing, which is 
guaranteed to come. Now’s the 
time to knuckle down and study 
what will help you in future. The 
upswing will come when every¬ 
one, on a global basis, gets confi¬ 
dent again. 

Confidence breeds vitality and 
trust, and they’re the seed com of 
what will be the new relatively 
good times. Let’s start today - 
Happy New Year!

Passing the buck 

The latest revelation that Kent County 
Council deposited £3 million in an Icelandic 
bank a day after being warned against it 
makes the situation for taxpayers even more 
inexcusable. 

Kent County Council, the UK’s largest 
council investor in troubled Icelandic banks, 
had £50m deposited in Landsbanki, Heritable 
and Glitnir Bank. 

A report by Price Waterhouse Cooper 
(PWC) said the council was sent an email 
warning them Heritable Bank was no longer 
a sound investment. 

The council said a staff member did not 
read the email until it was too late. 

The email was sent by a financial advisor 
at 1500 BST on September 30 to a junior offi¬ 
cer at the council. 

I notice Sevenoaks county councillor Nick 
Chard told the BBC: “There will be 
disciplinary action against the individual. 

This is not fraud, this is not malicious, this is 
human error.” 

The council had £17m invested in 
Landsbanki, a further £18.35m in its UK 
subsidiary Heritable, and £15m in Glitnir 
Bank. All three banks collapsed in October. 

However, surely to blame one lowly 
individual is a cynical attempt by the Tory- 
run council to pass the buck, which surely 
lies with its own top officials and councillors, 
who consistently failed to read the warning 
signs about investing in Icelandic banks.

We’re not satisfied 

I would just like to clarify a few points 
regarding the article in the Kent on Sunday 
(December 21, 2008). 

People were not at all satisfied with the 
outcome of the meeting held with Oliver 
Mills (managing director - Kent Adult Social 
Services) and representatives from the 
District Partnership Groups and Kent 
Partnership Board on December 10. 

The groups had a number of questions that 
remained (and still remain) unanswered by 
Kent County Council and people went away 
from the meeting feeling very let down, 
mistrusting and confused as to what the 
point of the meeting had been. This was 
because we had been led to believe our views 
would be listened to as part of the 
consultation and then on the day we were 
told this was not the case. 

Following the meeting, people agreed we 
could not let the proposals go through 
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unchallenged by the Kent Partnership Board. 
This is because the Government’s White 
Paper, Valuing People and, particularly, its 
refresh Valuing People Now, states that 
Partnership Boards (that include people with 
a learning difficulty and their families as well 
as other key stakeholders) must be the main 
driving force behind any decisions made 
about learning disability services and 
support structures. 

The Kent Partnership Board has not been 
consulted about these proposals and that was 
the main point of writing to Oliver. 

To date, we have not had a formal response 
to our letter. 

The proposals which have been made by 
Kent Adult Social Services to both the 
re-structure of the department and the 
support to the Partnership Board and 
District Partnership Groups will have a huge 
impact on people. 

The Partnership Board is not a reactionary 
group of people and is not opposed to change 
- indeed, the board has grown and developed 
through embracing big changes that have 
been happening over the past seven years in 
the world of learning disability. 

However, people do not agree with change 
if it is going to have a negative impact 
and damage and potentially destroy all the 
good work that has been done to ensure 
people with a learning difficulty (with the 
support of their families and others) can 
become equal citizens within their 
communities. 

We still have a long way to go but this is 
the positive work that has been achieved by 
the Partnership Board and District Groups, 
with the support of a dedicated Strategic 
Development Team. 

It is not the case that District Partnership 
Groups will have to merge to form fewer but 
larger groups covering wider geographical 
areas. 

Oliver made this clear at the meeting on 
the 10th and people understood that. It is 
unfortunate this was not made clear when 
KoS spoke to KCC to clarify. 

Rather, the proposals outline that Adult 
Social Services Learning Disability Teams 
will be merging, so teams that currently 


cover one district will cover one ‘locality’ 
(which will be similar to two districts in size). 

This will mean already over-stretched and 
under-resourced teams will have to cover a 
wider area and support more people. 

So that even fewer people with a learning 
difficulty and their families will get support 
from social services. 

Learning Disability Teams already lack the 
resources to deal with anything except crises 
and adult protection issues. 

The important preventative and 
development work that needs to happen to 
ensure people have better lives and can be in 
control of their support and funding (as the 
Government says must happen) is just not 
happening - not because teams do not want 
to support this but because they cannot. 

This situation will be even worse when 
teams have to cover a wider area and have 
even larger caseloads. 

We have been advocating ‘local services for 
local people’ for years now and it finally felt 
as if we were getting somewhere. 

Furthermore, in order to support people 
effectively, social workers need to have a good 
knowledge of the local area and develop a 
relationship of trust with the person and 
his/her family over time. 

When this is not supported to happen, 
the results can be tragic, as we have seen 
again with the recent Baby P case in 
Haringey. 

So I think we need to re-focus and 
restate that the main point of the letter 
to Oliver Mills was to say: please listen to 
people with a learning difficulty, their 
families and supporters and do not throw 
away this opportunity to develop ideas and 
make positive changes with people, as 
equals, instead of imposing decisions 
that have already been made on people 
and expecting them to agree and get on 
with it.

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DODGE hit the UK market in 
2006 hoping to make the kind of 
macho impact here that has made 
it the Chrysler Groups’s most suc¬ 
cessful brand on US home turf. 

Despite a trademark ‘crossed hairs - gun- 
sight’ grille, some butch styling and razor-sharp 
pricing though, the plans have gone awry. 

Firstly, British tastes in cars are proving 
more subtle than the Yanks reckoned and, sec¬ 
ondly, we do like to see a bit of care taken with 
our interiors - Dodge models may be cheap, 
but they look it too once you climb aboard. 

That said, I reckon the US brand may have 
judged things much better with its Journey 
MPV. It was launched at the end of the sum¬ 
mer but, due to various factors, this was our 
first chance to discover that it is a good effort 
for the competitive midi-people carrier sector. 

For a start, prices begin at £16,995, but you will

almost certainly get a deal in the current climate. 

Then there is the styling; in typical Dodge 
style it has attitude and flattens our argument 
that buying an MPV means giving up on a 
motoring life for the sake of lugging the fami¬ 
ly and its paraphernalia about. 

So the Journey lives up to its name all right, 
but the practical 5+2 layout - Dodge is honest 
enough to admit, unlike some, that the final 
pair of seats are not exactly commodious - is 
not bought at the cost of dreary looks and a 
dull as dishwater image. 

That gunsight grille stands proud on the 
bonnet and the design makes the car look 
lower than it is. 

Admittedly, the interior still looks off the 
pace compared with rivals such as the VW 
Touran and the sector-leading Vauxhall 
Zafira, but there are signs that Dodge and 


Chrysler are listening to British buyers. 

The car is also available with the excellent 
140bhp 2.0-litre VW diesel that has become a 
stalwart across the Dodge, Chrysler and Jeep 
sister brands. It suits current market demand 
well, being sufficiently lively yet clean and eco¬ 
nomical, aided by a decent six-speed manual 
shift. A 170bhp 2.4-litre petrol unit is the only 
alternative; it is livelier, but thirsty too, and 
you would have to be daft to opt for that even 
if the diesel can sound a lumpy at times. 

Needless to say, the Dodge also comes gener¬ 
ously ‘loaded’ with kit in the American way 
and the ride is decent, but the car does not feel 
as taut and sporty as its looks would suggest. 

Nevertheless, the Journey is aptly named 
and likely to tempt buyers to this relatively 
new brand, especially in price-sensitive times.

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Proton fuels demand 


PROTON has been shouting about 
the new dual-fuel Ecologic version 
of its mainstay Ford Focus-chal¬ 
lenging Gen-2. 

Not that the message is cutting through to 
the mainstream much; the Malaysian brand 
has suffered from an ‘elderly and budget-con¬ 
scious customer image since arriving here in 
the late 1980s. 

However, the Ecologic may just be the car to 
boost its fortunes as motoring thrift comes 
back in fashion; it has tanks for petrol and liq¬ 
uefied petroleum gas (LPG) and costs the 
same as a standard petrol Gen-2. 

The big deal here is that an LPG conversion 
would cost you anything from £1,500-2,000, so 
you are saving that straight away and then 
buying the LPG fuel itself for about half the 
price of petrol. 

It’s at this point that most people recall the 
abortive LPG ‘boom’ of a few years ago and 
say: “Ah, but nobody sells LPG - what’s the 
point of wasting fuel by driving miles and 
miles just to fill up?” 

But that was then. There are now some 
1,400 LPG filling points up and down the 
country - Kent has nearly 40 scattered across 
the county - and big players include Shell and 
the Morrisons supermarket chain. 

Filling up is slightly more complicated than 
petrol or diesel because you are dealing with a 
gas, but help was at hand when I stopped at 
the Shell Channel Gateway Services at junc¬ 
tion 11 on the M20 and I’m confident I could 
do it myself next time. 

The attendant told me that the newly-opened 
site already had loads of people’ filling up with 
LPG and you do get the feeling that there is a 
silent revolution going on - maybe people are 
keeping quiet for fear that Gordon and the 
‘Grey Chancellor’ will slap a heavier tax on it? 

There would be huge uproar though,

because LPG emits some 20 per cent less C02 
than petrol and slightly less than diesel and 
without the other nasties that the diesel filter 
is supposed to pick-up. 

Burning LPG is also 50 per cent quieter than 
diesel and it is a by-product of crude oil output 
- word is UK PLC is awash with the stuff. 

The only real drawback is that LPG is up to 
15 per cent less fuel efficient and you need two 
tanks unless you live near enough to a suppli¬ 
er to make do with just one; in the case of the 
Gen-2 Ecologic, the spare wheel has been sac¬ 
rificed for a round tank below the boot floor and 
there is a separate filler next to the petrol one. 

The only other sign of the car’s ‘dual life’ is 
a Shreddie-size button on the centre console - 
LEDs tell you how much of the fuel you 
have aboard. 

The car starts on petrol and then switches to 



LPG automatically when the engine reaches 
optimum temperature. There is no obvious 
sign except that the car - like all LPG conver¬ 
sions - runs more quietly. 

And that is a bit of a bonus since cabin and 
road noise in the Gen-2 - available as a hatch¬ 
back or saloon - feels more old generation 
than its sleek looks suggest. 

Fact is, the Ecologic is really the only option 
to consider for the Gen-2 range since the car 
feels quite old tech in other ways. 

The marque started in 1985 and relied heav¬ 
ily on tried and tested Mitsubishi technology, 
though it acquired Lotus in 1996 and injected 


much-needed chassis nous. 

This is the Gen-2’s best side; it handles and 
rides well and equipment is also generous, 
but interior design and rather low seating feel 
off the pace against modem rivals like the 
Ford Focus. 

However, a no-cost LPG conversion and 
potentially huge savings after that mount a 
powerful argument for this offer - and Proton 
is even throwing in a free leather seats 
upgrade for the moment.

Robert French, pictured right, has helped 
Kent businesses build multi-million-pound 
turnovers. What’s his secret? 

He runs Business Network International 
(BNI) for the South East of England. BNI is 
one of the largest and most successful busi¬ 
ness referral organisations in the world. 
Founded in 1986, it has 104,000 members 
across 40 countries, with more than 600 in 
Kent. 

Local groups meet once a week and a key 
feature is that there is only one member from 
each trade or profession in a group. Although 
there is no obligation to use each other, 
members usually do so. 

Members also recommend fellow mem¬ 
bers for work with their own sphere of con¬ 
tacts - business, family, friends and neigh¬ 
bours. Word of mouth is the strongest form 
of advertising. 

Members range from accountants and 
lawyers to martial arts teachers and 
masseurs. What they have in common is that 
they want to grow their businesses and help 
fellow members do the same. 

Canterbury BNI member and Entrepreneur 
of the Year Anne Ray runs a marketing com¬ 
pany, Achieve. She said: “BNI is the only 
marketing I do to grow my own business. It 
is the first thing I recommend to new clients.”

Q What is your background? 

A I ran a Kent-based intensive family farm¬ 
ing business for 20 years before I became 
involved with BNI in 1997. Initially, I held 
the BNI franchise for Kent. 

When I set up Canterbury BNI in 1997 it 
was the first BNI group in the UK outside 
London. I now run BNI across South East 
England, Spain, Malaysia, Vietnam and 
Korea. 

Q Why did you decide to become a BNI 
franchisee? 

A I firmly believe that word-of-mouth rec¬ 
ommendations are the best way to build 
any type of business. 

I was impressed by the track record of BNI 
in helping local business owners across the 
world build their businesses.

IT WAS quite a year, 2008. From 
the start it was obvious that trou¬ 
ble originating from the American 
sub-prime mortgage market had 
affected the UK 

However, no-one could have 
foreseen the depth of the banking 
crisis that ensued. Banks became 
too nervous to lend to each other, 
credit dried up and governments 
had to step in. 

Amid this chaos, consumers and 
industry were spending less, lead¬ 
ing to a recession. To reduce the effects, the Bank of 
England cut interest rates as inflationary pressure 
eased. 

The pre-Budget report and the monetary measures 
being used by the Bank aimed to boost confidence. It 
remains to be seen whether the measures, including the 
cut in VAT and tax breaks for lower earners, will work. 
Recessions are not new and are normal ‘pull-backs’ that 
regulate an overheated economy. 

They do tend to overshoot on the downward path, 


which is why the first phase of 
any recovery tends to yield the 
best returns on equity markets. 

Despite the fact that recessions 
are normal, it will still come as a 
shock to our younger ‘buy now pay 
later’ generation, who have not 
experienced this before, and those 
who were complacent about their 
debt ratios. It has been a torrid 
time for investors, as the financial 
markets reacted badly to liquidity 
issues and uncertainty. The FTSE 
100 index was about 6450 at the beginning of the year 
and is now hovering around 4200 as the City waits for 
indications that we have reached the bottom of the cycle. 
This drop is not reflected in all assets. Government bonds 
have helped in a diversified investment portfolio, as have 
certain other investments that bear no relation to compa¬ 
ny and commodity returns. 

In 2009 the benefit of seeking financial advice could be 
crucial, and I encourage everyone to make sure their per¬ 
sonal finances are in order and under control.

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Ttophy dosh helps 
to keep Fleet afloat 


AS FOOTBALL clubs around 
the country suffer from the 
economic downturn, Ebbsfleet 
United insist they are in a healthy 
position and manager Liam Daish 
will not have his playing budget 
cut, writes Tom Howard. 

After a dismal festive period 
with defeats to York City, Grays 
Athletic and Oxford United, lifting 
the FA Trophy in May seems a 
long time ago for the club and its 
supporters. 

However, clinching their first 
piece of silverware and receiving 
around £250,000 in prize money 
has certainly helped the club 
during the economic crisis. 

With fellow Blue Square Pre¬ 
mier clubs Woking, Grays, 
Weymouth and Lewes sailing 
close to the wind, Fleet’s chief 
executive David Davis believes 
the Kent club are in a healthy 
financial situation. 

He said: “I cannot say the 
exact amount of money we 
received from the FA Trophy win 
and the spin offs from that, but 
it was around £250,000. The 
money is not ring fenced and 
has gone to the club. It is being 
used as when we need it. As 
far as we are aware, we are on 
target financially.” 

Fleet chairman John Moules 
confirmed there have been no 
plans to cut manager Daish’s 
playing budget and the Fleet 
boss is hoping to be active in 
the January transfer window. 

Daish said: “I have been in 
talks with the club regarding a 
few issues including transfers 
and securing a few players’ 
futures. I should have an idea 
of what I will have shortly.” 

However, the real test for the 
club will be in February when 
the majority of the 29,000 web-

Kelly eyes Kent 
running academy 

Olym pic star on hunt for new talent

DOUBLE gold medallist 
Dame Kelly Holmes is eye¬ 
ing a centre in Kent to help 
nurture future athletic 
champions in the county 

Holmes, who won gold in the 800m 
and 1500m Olympics in Athens in 
2004, returned to her old track in Ton- 
bridge to help train 20 young athletes 
as part of her mentoring project On 
Camp with Kelly (OCWK). 

The initiative was set up by Holmes 
in 2004 in an attempt to unearth the 
next female British middle distance 
talent. 

The project started with eight young 
athletes but has since branched out to 
as many as 60 and now includes 
young male runners. 

Ambition 

While she hopes to help support ath¬ 
letes in the run up to the 2012 
Olympics, in an interview with Kent 
on Sunday, Holmes revealed her long¬ 
term ambition of creating running 
academies across the country - 
including Kent. 

The 38-year-old told KoS: “My ulti¬ 
mate aim is to expand this project into 
a running academy and it’s something 
I’m really looking into - I have a few 
thoughts of what I would like to do 
and have a couple of locations I am 
looking at. 

“It would help engage mass 
participation, not just the elite group 


because I would like to help 12 to 
14-year-olds that love the sport. 

“If I was to get my way there would 
be one in Kent.” 

The young athletes in OCWK are 
aged between 16 and 22 and benefit 
from support from both Holmes and 
Mick Woods, who is UK Athletics’ 
endurance performance coach. They 
also receive support from a team of 
physiotherapists, but the focal point of 
the project is the mentoring side. 

Holmes said: ‘When I was running 
in Tonbridge as a young athlete there 
were lots of good athletes but none 
went on to senior level, which is a 
shame because they had a lot of talent. 


“It’s important to get behind these 
young athletes so they fulfil their 
potential as you never know, one of 
them might have the ability to go 
right to the top. 

“Because it’s cut-throat and so 
tough, young athletes do not get 
much other assistance and so I am 
trying to take the initiative that it 
will help them and their coaches 
through hard times. 

“They will learn what it takes to 
be a world-class athlete through the 
mentoring project.” 




Good and bad as clubs enter 2009

AFTER four months of hard grind, 
we have reached the halfway point 
of the rugby season. Two of Kent’s 
top clubs will begin 2009 in pole 
position in their respective leagues 
with many others hot on their heels. 

In National League 2, Blackheath 
and Westcombe Park went into this 
season with high hopes after finish¬ 
ing fourth and fifth in the table last 
term. However, neither side has 
been able to rediscover their form, 
with Blackheath in seventh and 
well off the promotion pace. 

Westcombe Park took the division 
by storm last season after their pro¬ 
motion from National 3 South. This 
term, Combe have been suffering 


from second-season syndrome, with 
a combination of injuries and poor 
form taking their toll and at the 
turn of the year they find them¬ 
selves in the relegation places. 

In National League 3 South, Can¬ 
terbury’s season has been one of 
frustration and inconsistency The 
city club were always going to be 
playing catch-up after their opening 
game was postponed due to the 
weather, and just five wins and a 
draw from their 12 matches means 
they are already out of contention in 
the promotion race. 

Kent clubs have struggled to make 
an impression on the London 2 
South title race in recent years, but 
that looks to have changed this sea¬ 
son with fourth-placed Gravesend 
going into 2009 just two points 
behind leaders Dorking. Old 
Colfeians are four points behind 
Gravesend in sixth, having won five 
of their last six games. 

Seventh-placed Dover, who were

playing in London 4 South East two 
years ago, have looked at home in 
London 2 South, while Tunbridge 


Wells, Sidcup and Beckenham, who 
occupy eighth, ninth and tenth, have 
failed to build on their solid finishes 
to last season. 

Thanet Wanderers and Maidstone 
go into the New Year in the relega¬ 
tion places but as a result of the 
restructuring of domestic rugby 
they will avoid relegation. 

As with London 2 South, just two 
points separate the top four in Lon¬ 
don 3 South East. Old Elthamians 
lead the way with 20 points from 12 
games while eight wins in the last 
nine games of 2008 has put fourth- 
placed Aylesford Bulls in contention. 

Sixth-placed Deal & Betteshanger 
are eight points off the promotion 
battle with four wins and two draws 
from their 12 games, while 
Sevenoaks, who haven’t won since 
the first week of October, are two 
points further back in seventh. 

Old Dunstonians had been rooted 
to the bottom until a few weeks ago, 
but two wins in their last three 


games has dragged them out of the 
relegation places. Lordswood start 
2009 at the bottom of the pile after 
losing their last four matches. 

Tonbridge Juddian are Kent’s 
form team of the season so far, hav¬ 
ing won all 12 of their league fix¬ 
tures. They lead London 4 South 
East by four points from Bromley 
whose only defeats have come at 
the hands of the league leaders and 
fifth-placed Charlton Park. 

Bromley have a two-point lead 
over third-placed Folkestone, while 
Kent 1 champions Park House have 
found their feet in the division and 
finished 2008 in seventh place, hav¬ 
ing won four of their last five match¬ 
es of the year. 

Whitstable start the New Year five 
points ahead of the relegation places 
thanks to their win at Folkestone, 
and won’t want that gap to shrink in 
the coming weeks. Beccehamian 
start the year bottom of the table 
and four points from safety

Villa have lit up the top flight this season. The 22-year-old has 10 goals so far, just one short of his total for the 
whole of last season, and won his first senior international cap when he started against Germany in 
November. Agbonlahor’s pace will be too much for Mark Bentley, so King (left) will have to be at his 
best to cope. So often the rock at the heart of the Gills defence, the former Barnet man has a chance 
to prove he has what it takes for a future higher up the divisions. Keeping one of English football’s most 
exciting talents would be a good place to start. 

CURTIS WESTON v GARETH BARRY 

Arguably where the game will be decided, Gills’ hopes of an upset depend largely on Weston’s (left) form. Mark 
Stimson’s team rarely play well when he has an off day and the 21 -year-old is the one player in the hosts’ line-up with 
the ability to dictate play. After playing in the FA Cup final for Millwall in 2004 he is unlikely to be overawed by the occasion 
and his stunning volley against Wycombe a week ago proved he has an eye for a goal. Weston will also need to be on top 
form without the ball as he comes up against Gareth Barry (main pic). After taking several years to fulfil his potential, he is 
the fulcrum of the Villa - and now England - side. Given time and space this afternoon he is certain to cause damage. 

Weston’s job will be to deny him those luxuries. 

SIMEON JACKSON v CURTIS DAVIES 

If Gillingham are to get a result, they will need to take the few chances that come their way. With 11 goals already this season, 
Jackson (left) has improved markedly since last season and is Gills’ chief attacking threat. Patience and determination will be 
key for the Canada hit man, who may only get one opportunity to show what he can do. He is unlikely to win anything in the air 
against Davies, but the talented centre-back has a tendency to lose concentration at times, which offers a chance. With Martin 
Laursen likely to miss the game with a knee injury, Villa could be vulnerable through the middle. A goalscoring display from 
Jackson could have a bittersweet conclusion for Gills fans. A good performance live on TV against a top side could seal a move 
away from Priestfield in the January transfer window.

Bumper New Year 

Financial climate fails to stop circuit hitting top gear

THE motorsport industry has 
been one of the hardest hit by the 
economic crisis but one beacon of 
light in this difficult time is Kent 
circuit Lydden Hill, which is 
braced for a record-breaking 2009. 

The Dover-based circuit, referred to as the 
home of rallycross, has been hosting motor 
races since 1955. In its 54th year, the venue is 
set for its biggest-ever meeting with a record 
30,000 fans expected for the European Rally- 
cross Championship on April 12-13. 

It has been quite a rise for the circuit which 
was close to extinction in the autumn of2007 
when the lease from owner McLaren Inter¬ 
national ended. However, with the circuit set 
for an uncertain future, former British Rally- 
cross Champion Pat Doran and his family 
stepped in to save the circuit. 

Lydden was a regular venue for the Euro¬ 
pean Rallycross Championship from 1976- 
96, but after a 12-year absence and around 
£1 million of improvements completed at the 
facility, the series will return after a success¬ 
ful bid to the FIA last October. 

Managing director Amy Doran and her fami¬ 
ly have worked hard to get the circuit to where 
it is today and are shocked by its turnaround. 

She said: “We have worked so hard to get 
what we have now. We didn’t take it on from 



a business point of view it was more of a pas¬ 
sion. There has been a lot of blood, sweat and 
tears - it has not been easy, but since we have 
taken it over we have spent about a million 
pounds on improving it. 

“We are now looking at turning a circuit 
that was run down and just ticking over with 
a couple of hundred spectators at meetings to 
a massive 30,000 in April.” 

With an FIA backed event on the calendar 
for 2009 and a massive 30,000 spectators 
expected in April, smashing the previous 
record crowd of8,000, Doran believes Lydden 
could take on Kent’s other motorsport venue 
- Brands Hatch - in 2009. 

She said: “Having the European event is a 
major positive. It is quite hard at the 
moment in this industry with the economic 


crisis, but we hope we can be able to take on 
Brands Hatch. 

“Brands Hatch has the name and is a top 
circuit, but we believe our track will be more 
affordable and people will come to us next 
season. We have more events booked this sea¬ 
son than last year and I only have a few dates 
left to fill.” 

For the circuit to meet the requirements to 
host the European Championship in April 
the track has been extended at a cost of 
£ 200 , 000 . 

A new gravel section has been introduced 
and it was tested for the first time yesterday 
with the Winter Rallycross series taking place.

Times are tough 
on the circuit, 
says FI hopeful 

FORMULA One hopeful Jonathan Kennard 
believes motorsport’s top teams are worried 
about investing in drivers following Honda’s 
dramatic departure from the sport. 

The 23-year-old, from Tunbridge Wells, 
missed out on a race seat in Formula 3 and 
GP2 last year and spent the majority of the 
season testing and developing cars for teams. 

Without a drive signed up for next season, 
coupled with the news of Honda FI’s exit 
from motorsport due to the economic crisis, 
Kennard feels deals for 2009 will be hard to 
come by. 

He said: “Next season is still up in the air. 
Honda pulling out of Formula One has caused 
panic in the industry as teams are worried 
about investing in drivers at the moment 
until it all calms down. 

“I think it will eventually, but something had 
to be done as the sport was spiralling out of 
control with the amount of money involved.” 

Kennard’s hopes of getting a drive for 2009 
have been boosted after receiving a recall by 
the Williams Formula One team following a 
successful test last month. 

He added: “I was delighted to be called 
back. The test was similar to the one I did 
before. 

“It has certainly boosted the interest in 
me for next season and I am in talks with a 
number of people.”

KIRK Shepherd’s dreams of eclips¬ 
ing his fairytale run to the final of 
the PDC World Championship 
were shot down in flames as he 
was dumped out of the first round 
at Alexandra Palace. 

The 22-year-old, from Ramsgate, 
made it all the way to the final last 
year where he was eventually 
beaten by Canadian John Part. He 
beat seasoned professionals such 
as Peter Manley and Wayne Mar- 
dle along the way, but his luck ran 
out in the first round as he lost to 
Dutchman Jan van der Rassel 3-2. 

Having beaten van der Rassel 
twice already this year, Shepherd 
went into the first-round match on 
Tuesday with confidence, but he 
never looked at his best at the oche 


and was always playing catch up 
against the wily Dutchman. 

A feature of Shepherd’s run last 
year was his ability to come back 
when it appeared he was beaten 
and it looked as though he was 
going to do just that as van der 
Rassel took a 2-1 lead into the 
deciding set. 

After the Young Gun bent the 
wire of double 14 attempting a 
check out of 105, the Dutchman 
had three darts to take the match. 

He couldn’t hold his nerve, how¬ 
ever, and that let Shepherd back in 
to level the game at 2-2. 

It went right down to the wire as 
the final set went to the last leg, 
but Shepherd was unable to pro¬ 
duce the kind of darts from last 


year as he was forced to exit at the 
first time of asking. 

Shepherd said in an interview 
after the match that he is contem¬ 
plating returning to work and giv¬ 
ing up his professional status in 
the sport. 

He said: “I am sick. I had a cou¬ 
ple of chances to get myself into 
the match but I blew it. 

“I think I’m going to go back to 
work - I’m not sure what I’m going 
to do, but I’ve had so many ups and 
downs over the last year and it 
hasn’t done me any favours. 

“I’ve earned about £15,000 in 
prize money on the circuit since I 
joined the PDC full-time, and I 
won £50,000 for reaching the final 
- but you soon go through it.”

Kent are to install a business development 
department headed by Jamie Clifford, which 
will be responsible for the generation of all 
the club’s commercial revenue. 

Jon Fordham, as director of operations, 
will take full responsibility for all the club’s 
operations while Neil Peck, director of 
finance and Graham Ford, director of crick¬ 
et, complete the senior management team. 

Andy Peirson has been installed as ground 
co-ordinator, which means he will be in 
charge of both pitches at Canterbury and 
Beckenham. 

Chief executive, Paul Millman said: “The 
last 12 months have proved extremely chal¬ 
lenging for the club given the uncertainty in 
the economy and the unforeseen delays 
associated with our development plans at 
the St Lawrence Ground. 

“It has been necessary for us to take a long 
hard look at every aspect of our operation. 
The reorganisation announced has led to a 
reduction in our staffing levels. 

“Eight members of staff departed this 
Christmas and I would like to thank them for 
all they have done for the club.” 
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
